— is that w vſually we in our vulgar, do cearme 
aLetter, andfo2 the reſpeces thereot᷑ is calledthe meſſenger,oz 
familiar ſpeach of the abſent,fo2 that therein is diſcouered what- 
ſoeuer the minde wiſheth in ſuch caſes to haue deliuered. The di⸗ 
uerſities of E piſtles are manifold,as wherof enſueth a platfozms 
to every motion, being in trueth ſo infinite as are Þ imaginations 
of each ones fantaſie, ſæ ing the declaration of cuery letter, is no 
moze then what the minde willeth in all occaſions to be perfour- 
med, and acco:ding to ſuch inſtigations wherewith at that inſtant 
men are fed whenthey wꝛite, taketh his fozmall ſubſtance, whe⸗ 
ther it be torequire,counſel,erhozt,command,infozme, commend 
entreat, aduertiſe, gratulate, oz whatſocuer other purpoſe there- 
in pzetended, as cauſe and matter may fall out tobe required. 
Lhe antiquitie is as ancient as the benefit that thereof enſueth is 
great, whereof onely thoſe that are ſufficiently enabled with the 
qualitie, can giue the greateſt teſtimonie. Redeleſle were it fo2 
me to commendthe vſe,when aſwell by the authozities of a num 
ber the beſt learned, who to azuance the efficacie thereof, haue in 
ſundꝛie languages pꝛeſcribed rules and methods fo2 the ſame, as 
of others beſides, whoſe moft excellent wutings of Cpillles are 
at this pꝛeſent extant ,it is moſt plentifully aduancet. And al⸗ 
though pꝛegnant wit enſuing by nature was the fozemoſt cauſe 
that firſt bꝛed the inuention of Letters, and that cuery one natu⸗ 
rally can ſpeake, oʒ in ſome a oʒ other ſet down their _ 
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2 Reſpetts inframing of an Epiſile. TheEngliſh 


pet Art pꝛeuailing in this cauſe, and by cunning ſkill marſhalling 
enerp thing in his due o2der,p'ace t pꝛopoꝛtion, how much moꝛe 
the ſame is then beautified,ado2ned, 4 as it were in a new ſhapo 
tranſmuted by ſuch kind of knowledge, the difference that daply 
appeareth may veeld p2ofe ſufficicut. 


What is cheifely to be reſpected in framing 
of an Epiſtle. Chap. 2. 


| D:aſmuch as by the neceſſary vſe of Letters 
befoze layd down, a commendable 'maner of 
l waiting andframing the ſame hath bene al⸗ 
FA | readie remembꝛed: Jt ſhall not be anide, 5 
in this Chapter we now endeuour to anſwer 
the purpoſe therein pꝛetended. Foꝛ the mani⸗ 
feffation whereof, I haue thought god to dꝛaw vnto your conſt- 
deration certaine pꝛincipal points, which thereunto are ſpecially 
to be required:firſt, Aptnes of words and ſentences , reſpecting Þ 
they be neate and choiſely picked, and oꝛderly handled:nert, bre- 
uitie of ſpeach, accozding in matter and cirtumſtance fitly to bee 
framed : laſtly, Comlines in deliuerance, concerning the perſon 
and cauſe,whereupon the direction is grounded. 

The firſt, being Aptnes of wordes and ſentences, tonſiſteth in 
choice andgodtearmes, in ſkilfull e pꝛoper application of them 
accoꝛding to their true meanings, in wel ſoztinx and fitting them 
to their ſeuerall purpoſes. Choice and god tearmes, are in woꝛt a 
vſual, and plain fo2 the matter in deliucry,not impꝛoper noꝛ new 
toined, no2 to olde, as hauing not of long time befoꝛe heene vſcd, 
Skilfull applicatio is, when in their ſetting down they haue either 
their true and p2oper ſignificationfo2 deliuerv, o: elſe by a moꝛe 
delicate oꝛ pleaſant inuention map be carted conceitedly. Well 
ſorting and fittingthem, xeſteth in the matter in handling, that 
therein be a concoꝛdante with their applications, whereof may 
enſue a due conſtruction, and no diſoꝛderly miſtaking. 

The nert, being Breuity of ſpeach, is not as ſome vndiſtrætly 
haue imagmed that which cõſiſteth in fewnes of lines, + ſhoꝛtnes 
of rome in ſhew ofa ſide of paper, but bzeu:tie of matter, where⸗ 
in ſcope ſufficient remaining foz the neceſſary demonſtration and 
de⸗ 
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deliucrie of any needfull occaſion, men are barred from frinolous 
circumſtances, and inioyned therein to abhozre all maner of tedi 
ouſnes: F02 which cauſc ſome haue bene — — that conting 
ance of matter ought not to be vſed in an Epiſtle foz that it theres 
by loſeth the ſhew of an Epiſtle, and taketh vponit the habit olan 
©;ation . Yet of ſuch ſozt are in this method ſundzy Epiitles, the 
titles wherot are, Hortarorie, Dehortatorie, Laudatorie, Vitupera 
toric, Suaſorie, Pe titorie, Monitory, Accuſatorie, Excuſatorie, Con 
ſolatorie, Inuectiue, gᷣ ſuch like, whoſe ſpeciall vſes do of netelſlitie 
admit ſuch ſcope as in euerte oꝛdinarie Epiſtle is not found, and 
though they beare in them many Oratori parts, vet loſe they not 
at all fo2 that, neither name noꝛ habit of an Epiſtle. The tollerati 
on andoꝛdinarie vſe of which, both erampels of many learned and 
common cuſtome hath waranted. And therefoze,whe tobe bꝛieke 
it is herein inioyntd, it is alwapes thereby tobe intended, that a 
man with onelie neceſſary ſperches may bee permitted to deliuer 
bis meaning, neither is it without the limits of bꝛeuitie, when 
aptlie and at full che ſame ſhall be in this ſoꝛt repozted. 

And fo2 the better declaration, howe farre the conceit hereof 
may be inducd onely in waiting ol Letters, J wil firſt limit what 
map be accountedneceſſarie therein, + afterwards endeusur to 
lap downe, howe contrarie thereunto, men(aſwellinthe vie as 
mneglecing thereof) haue hcretofoze erred. Neceſſarie ſpee- 
ches, I do account whatſoener is ſet downe, fo2 the plaine and 
open deliuerie of euerie occaſion, to the intent the minde ofthe 
wziter,and what he purſueth may aptly and in godandready ſoꝛt 
be conceiued. The repugnancie hereof is when either with too 
much curtalling our arguments, in conceit to auoid tediouſnes, 
02 with too many 02 ouer often repetitions, neuer thinking to 
haue ſpoke ſufficiently,either to induce remembzance,oz put fo2- 
wardour meaning, we abbzcuiate 02 amplifte our Epiſtles. And 
when ſome others allo, ofa conceit moꝛe curious than neceſſarie, 
ſtriuing to excellin varietie of ſentences, and copie of wo2ds, cop 
nedalofone ſute,thmke therefoze in paining themſelues fowzite 
moze than nerdeth, to be counted moze eloquent. Theſe falling 
out to beimperfectiens, as each of them are in truth to ber bla- 
med, ſo where the defect remaineth, are they (foz well wziting) 
with ſtudie to be amended, | 
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Reſpelts inframing of an Ep file. The Engliſh, 

The third and laſtnow? being Comelineſſe in deliuerance tou 
chin the perſon and cauſe, ſeemetjto bee tide vnto two ſeuerall 
reſpect: that is, to the reputation of the partie to whome wee 
wute, his condition, age, honour, and diſpoſition,and to the fitnes 
of the matter whereof we take vpon vs to wꝛite: ſoꝛ as it is moſt 
decent that in the matter wee make choice of, we giue vnto cuerie 
cauſe his pꝛoper and oꝛderly effect: ſo is it euery wap as conuent- 
ent to affoozd alike Decorum of thoſe to whome our letters are di 
rect ed. 

The reputation of each partie, is meaſured accozding to his 
dignitie 02 woꝛthinelle, whereby he beareth reckoning and place 
befoze vs. the condition, by the age oz maner of liuing, wherein 
reltcth the grauitie o2 ponthfulneſſe, Che humour by the diſpo · 

ſition, as whether deſirous to be reuerenced, fſawned on, oꝛ with 

plaine tearmes vſed By this reaſon, the methode oꝛ ſtile of our 
letters falleth out diuer tlie to be conſidered:in one ſozt wee frame 
them to olde men, in an other ſozt to poung men, one way to ſad 
and graue perſons, another to light and pong fellowes:one plat 
foꝛme to Courtiers, another to Philoſophers. To great and no⸗ 
table perſonages, with a duetie ſpeciall, appꝛopꝛiate to their 
calling : to our betters, alwa pes with ſubmiſſion: To our infes 
riours, benigly and fauourably : To our friends, louinglie: To 
our enemies ſharplie and nippinglie, Thus fatre as touching the 
perſon, and now foz the caule, 

In this point it ſecmeth that the matter of euerie waiting 
hould ſlill be meaſured accozding to the waiters appar ance, cre⸗ 
dit o2 woꝛthines, that the validity thereof ſhouldbe anſwerable to 
the one 02 the others greatnes 82 goodneſſe:that the intendment 
be ſound, lawfull, and to no other purpeſes: thatit cantaine not 
bale, filthte, oꝛ ſcurrile matter, vnbeſeeming a direction ſo wo!s 
thie. Then that euerie thing to bee witten of ſhould be deliuered 
actoꝛding to his pꝛoper qualitie : Tearmes moꝛe officious than 
beſeeming, are vnfitting : not ſufficientlie to conſider of each res 
putat ion, were ouer homelie. A mat ter of grauitie is to bee deli⸗ 
uered with waight: a matter of ſozrowe ſhoulde be t epoꝛted with 
griefc : a matter of paſtime to be diſcourſed with pleaſure:a mat 
ter offolly intermingled with laughter. Pow contrartwile, to a 
perſon ſozrowfull to wzite of ieſts,to talks learnedl to a clowne 
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to la lute an ode man with childiſh fantaſies : in caſes of waight, 
to aduancs trifles : were altogether as nnpzoper as pecinlh,and 
moze abſurd than fittcth to be tollerated in any ſkilfull vſage. 
And becauſe J haue taken vpon me ſome diſtinguiſhments of 
wꝛiting, wherein J ſpeciallie ſtand vpon choiſe and meet termes 
and ſpeeches with pꝛoper applications: 7 thinke it not a miſle to 
ſet down vnto you ſome ſhew of the contrarie murements, wher 
by pou may with the greater diſcretion conceine the erroz there 
of, the which J haue ſometimes noted in ther mens waitings 
And firſt,of vnſeemely applications:as foz example:one that ſbe 
times intended not alittle of his one inuentien, tooke vpon him 
to waite a lone letter to a woman of very meane reckoning , in 
which, after hee had dꝛau ne ( God Cupid by the name et the blin 
ded boy) by thole parts of tauo that neuer were in her, and ſhew- 
ed himſelfe much paſclonat foz the loue he ought to her, he conclu- 
deth the matter in this ſort, Thus crawng your lawtull beneuo- 
lence, in not me teiecting, your anſwercomfortable and not into- 
lerable, &c. The woman not accuſtomed to ſuch hote intertain- 
ment, and rather bluntlte befoze time purſued, then daintilie in 
treated, beganne herevpon(fozſoth) to ware cop, and to intende 
great matter of her ſelf, and vaunting her fauour at a higher rate 
then he belike ſermed after warde willing to become a purchaſer 
of, remained as ſhe was, and htmſelfe at his moꝛs pzofitable ſti 


dies. The concluſion of his letter was verie impꝛoper, inſomuch Words im- 
as requiring liking by thename of Beneuolence, hee both miſ⸗ proper and 
puſed his owne demand, and ſermed to induce a woꝛd moꝛe ſoun⸗ fugning 
ding to a charitable reliete, 02 courteous contribution of money e, 


then to any ſuch purpoſe as he meant it. Beſides, your anſwere 
comfortable, and not intollerable, I theſe had paſſed in a ieſt, it 
had beene moze conuenient, but vſed bonafide, ii was tos tcobad, 
eſpeciallie reſpecting the partie what ſh*e was from whome one 
would haue ſuppoſed that ſuch a one as himſell, could neuet haue 
receiued (but by to much tolleration)any diſcontentment at all

Cities and places of godgouernement, whereofthat woꝛde ta⸗ 
keth his ugmall, the woꝛd is not common amengſt £s , noz 
ſo apt to the ſenſe as it he had ſapd, your curteſie, your modeſtie, 
and ſo it might run thus Let not your curteſies be agre ĩiuedagainſt 
me, os, Let it not be offenſiue to your modeſty, that tor the beneſite 
of a great manie, I haue publiſhed this volume ot Ply ſicke. The 
gounde was very god, fo: his infendment was, that the cauſe 
belonged toa common wealth, whercinif any particular com- 
moditie ſeemed to be lefſened, wiſe men and ſuch as were moze 
ſcudious of their Countrics god, then of their owne peculiar 
gaine,ought not to be offended.

And many who 
in their owne opinion doe ſeeme very wie (but therein are in truth 
vene focles)wall enterpriſe, &c. But of this inough, ſoz that J 
thinke it now high time to pꝛocerde to the reſt, theſe two cram⸗ 
ples being ſufficient to ad mon iſh the ſearner, cf the congruitie 
ol his ſpes ches end ſentences, with god phꝛaſts that bet moſt

Pong the auncient Romanes , when learning 
ru grewe vntoſkilfullperfection, and men firſt 

-.| deuiſedercclicntly to wite, then there began to 
bee extant in memozie, divers ſozmes ol waiting 
PANE immediately, by the name and title of Epiſtles, 
to be publiſhed to the poſterity. In the dirc ions 
whereot, animated as I thinke with the vertues of their parents 
and accounting it (as in truth it was then ſo reputed ) to be a great 
honour vnto them, to be intituled with the name of the pzincipal 
autho2 of their families, they ſought no farther ile of magnifl⸗ 
cence, but ( were his parentage neuer ſo ſtately oz honoꝛable) be⸗ 
ing therewith contented, did onely vpon ſuch regardintitle their 
directions. Foz who hath bin but o:dinarily acquainted with the 
biſfozics of their aces, but knoweth and hath read, with what 
reuerence, thoſe times (gr dy of vertue,) entertained the hon o⸗ 
rable deſerts of ſuch, as foz the common-wealthand publike 
aduancement of the ſtate, had cither aduenturonſly hazarded, 
oꝛ couragtouſly loſt a fraple, vncertaine, oz tranſitozy life, to the 
intent to purchaſe vnto their country quiet, Honour, oꝛ victozy, 
and to themſelues and poſterity, eterniʒed fame and cuer flourt- 
hing gloꝛv. Reither was their country vnkind vnto them herein 
which foꝛ ther ſakes , and ſoꝛ the rtuerend reger de of their ver⸗ 
tues, haue compenſcd the loue which to their parents they could 
not ſhewe,to their childꝛen and ſucceſſion in many degrees alter 
thew. 

Such were the families of the Gracclu, Fabij, Correlij Hor- 
tenty, Horatij, Metelli, Amilij, Scipiones and Fabritij. Wihercby 
J coniecture that the cuſtome hereof, by ſuch cmu'ation adcncy 
became afterwards a dignity, and ſo ſuct it ded in honour to eve- 
ry poſterity.

The pꝛinte came to the barre, and at the Judges 
hands required his ſeruant, who anſweredthat hee was the Umg 
his fathers pꝛiſoner, and ſtode there vpon his triallby lawe fo? his 
offences, that he could not in iuſtite, noz would (by his pardon) de⸗ 
liner him without his triall. The Pzince moned with ſuch deni⸗ 
all, troke the Judge on the face, and woulde by foꝛce haue with- 
d:awne the puſoner. The Judge withſtodchinn, and aduertiſing 
him mildly of the offence he had done to the ſcate and place where⸗ 
in he ſate of iuſtice, in ſach ſoꝛt to ſir ke him, outly commaun⸗ 
ded him to Marde. whereunto (vppon ſuch admonition ) the 
P inte obeyed, and acto dinly remay ned in durance, attending 
the aduertiſement and knowledge of his fathcrs pleaſure. Here 
might be a great contention, whether the woozthy Judge in 
his equall adminiſtration and ex cution of Juſtice, without feare 
whereon ſlave the hazard of his owne life, being von him 
that was in ſucceſſion to become his ſoueraiane Lo2d, were mo2e 
to ber commended . 02 the Pzince, in his ſubicction , and of all o⸗ 
ther moſt ſingular obedience, moꝛe highly to bee extolled: the one 
daring to doe what waslawfull vpon whatſocuer haʒ ard, the other 
humbling himſelfe to authoꝛity which he might eaſilyhave impug⸗ 
ned: and yet both anions ſuch , as by many excellent Oꝛatozie 
partes ſœ me fit tobe inlarged. Fo2 no doubt there was as much 
vertue in the ones abedience, as there was cxcellency in the others 
ſentence. 

And as theſe, ſo the hono2, worſhip, oꝛ wealth of any man, his 
deedes of charitie, either in Erection, conuerſion 02 repayring of 
any thing, whereby the common wealth is bene uted, vertue furs 
ther ed, oz the nady pzouided fo2, might ber nuke ſozt avuanced,

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Finallie, wiſedome, Iuſtice, Liberalitie, Curteſie, Chaſti- 
tie, might each of them as things by themſelues, and of themſclucs 
without theperion ofauy one bee a like commended, CU hercot A 
thinke it rceviſce to ampiuficany farther, ſeeing by the examples 
hereafter ſet downe, the learner may ſufficientlie bee enabled in 
wyatſoeucr,fo: thoſc cauſcs he ſhall dude: take to pꝛoc ced vpon.

Let Hamba'lreſt with his predeceſſors, who ſometumes by = 
vnbearded fortune did honor to mightie Carthage, and( before them Epitheton 
all) Achilles and Hector. that made the tall of 1 roy ſo famous: And 
come wee into our one Countrey, the land wherein our ſelues in- 
habite, the ſoyle to vs natiue, and of all others moſt deereſt, and ſee $3999mie 
you here my L. a Prince of ſo rate and incomparable worthineſſe, as 
our ſelte will cone ſle throughout all the courſe of his hfe, to haue 
bond of all others the moſte happie and vertuous Edu de, my , _ Aug 
L. young Edwarde (ſo helde in ls fathers life) vnder whoſe raigne Nan. 
he lied in Englande, ſurnamed for his noted excellencie, ſometymes 
the Bucks Prince. Ilus is hee on whome Nature, Fortune and 
Vertue, tothe intent to yeelde ſome apparant ſhew of theyr Hypotipeſsr 
wonderſull and migktic operations, had abous all others ſoeſ-

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Praiſe of eſpecially enriched with all kinde of wiſhed and moſt exquiſite 
the Priuce perfections, as in that preſent ſeaſon, in lich the delicacie of his 
— | mm aſpiring mind reſte vnto humſelfe the higheſt branch of honour from 
— out her loftie ſeate of dignity, it was denied to any other whatſocuer, 
to exceede: nay, but ſo much as to become partaker with ſo rare a 
patterne of the like fruites of vertue aud neuer dying glory. And to 
the ende ( in rehearſing ſome fewe of the many particularities of ſuch 
Mecaphors. ſounde and vncorrupted maieſtie) the radiant ihining beames re- 
ſiant in ſo high a perſonage, may with more facilitie the ſooner bee 
diſcouered: we will firſt beginne with his originall and foremoſt in- 
fancie, that by deducing from thence his complemeittes of prince- 
lie excellencie, euen in the verie thouth of his entombed graue, his 
bones may not bee repoſed without an immortall recordation, and 
the fame of his vertue celebrated by an endleſſe memorie. Need- 
Preteritis. Jeſſe were it my L. that I ſhould tell you ofthis ſtatelie Prince, that 
hee were ſonne and heire in ſucceſſion,to the moſt miglitie and moſt 
renowned Edward the thirde,King of this noble realme of Eng- 
land, the moſt regarded vertues and inuincible cheualrie of whome, 
beeing then euerie where ſo ſurpaſsing, and of ſuch redoubted 
force, as (were it not that ſuch memorable iſſue had ſprong out of 
parentheſis hig Ki y loynes , as where with the ſtates of the mightie were 
daunted, and Europe ma de to woonder ) nught hitherto haue re- 
remained of fame compotent ynough, to haue bene compared vn- 
to the nughtieſt : but that I may rather impart vnto you, that as 
goulde, in the riches and glorie of it ſelte, beareth price and value 
with the moſt precious, yet hauing anexed vnto lus propotion, a 
Diamonde of ineſtimable beautie, valour and goodneſſe, becom- 
meth thereby farre more excellent then before, more ſhining and 
orious : ſo this ſoueraigne and puiſſant Monarch (admirable no 
doubt by humſelfe )yet hauing thus tied vnto the ſunne-fhine of his 
happie raigne, the — and eclipſing glorie of all other nations, 
Merepber. the veric Loadſtarre and direction of all other Trophets, the Sunne 
it ſelfe of worthineſſe, and abſolute concluder of euerie honourable 
enterpriſe: howe could it bee but that this prerogatiue of his muſt 
Antimetab»! of force exceede, and goe _—_ all others, when himſelte, by 

the verie chaire of honours ſelfe was ſo farre aduanced aboue an 

Priphrass. Others? And alben the high and kingly wortluncfle of ſo —_—

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ofspring and parentage, might no queſtion in ſundry ſortes, yeelde 
great and mightie glorie to the iſſue: yet that it nught not bee al- 
ſeadged that in taking vpon vs to commende the perſonage of one, 
we ſhoulde intimate the ſoueraigntie of the other, as it were by a de- 
fect of pratle lufhaent, to ſupply the wante of our owne, and that 
the honourable reputation ot another cannot fitly bee ſaide to bee 
this mans u ortluneſle, without by the braunch of his one deſerte, 
hee hadde in his owne proper right moſt effectually caried the ſame. 
Vuderitand you then ot him, that wluch all men deeme moſt prince 
ly and honourable, and there is none, were it the ſtouteſt ene mie 
that euer hued , but will molt highly commende, This prince, my 
L. who cuen from the vene cradle ſeemed to bee addicted to the 
knowledge, and feare of God, and verie pietie of a ſincere and Chri- 
{tan religion ( belides that hee was naturally ſo well formed and in- 
ſtructed in good documentes as anie might bee) became in thoſe 
verie tender yeares allo, ſo apte vnto learning, as the match or like 
of hun therein, was ſildome or neuer in thoſe dayes any whete found, 
and in theſe times alſo may not eaſily be Nearde ot. Inſomuch as of 
thoſe that then knee lum verie well, it certainely is deliuered, that 
beeing but of the age oftwelue yeares, his vnderſtanding and know- 
ledge in the Latine tongue, was ſo pertect, his progreſſion in the 
Greeke ſo excellent, his skill and deliuerie of torraigne languages ſo 
woondertull, lus Princelie towardneſſe in all thinges ſo rare and fo 
plentifull, as many times mooued all the regarders to admire him, but 
tounde none of all his aſſociates in the ſame exerciſes, that were able 
to follow hun. 

Nowe if wee ſhall come to his riper yeares, and howe therein hee 
profited in the towardlie exerciſe and vie of armes, beeſeenung a 
Prince of ſo high and exſpected admiration, what coulde bee wi- 
ſhed in anie one that in him was not fullie accompliſhed. So come 
lie, and with ſuch vncontrouled dexteritie coulde hee ſitte, ride and 
gouerne his horſe, fo couragiouſſy, and with ſuch nobilitie coulde hee 
welde and vic any weapon, either at tilte, barriers or turney, with 
ſuch high and woondertull direction, ordered hee all his comple- 
mentes to either of thele belonging, as did well manifeſt the mag- 
nanmmtie and worthineſſe of his minde, and what manner a one 
hee woulde afterwardes become toward the beautifying of his coun» 
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trie. A more plaine and euident demonſtration whereof, did at any 
one time in nothinge ſo much appeare as euen then, hen hee was 
yet in {us nunoritie. For w hen there was remainuig as then, no ſigne 
or tcken at all of manlie ihewe in hs face (being neuer the leſſe of 
ſtature ſeemelie and tall, and of goodie conſtitution in lus body, well 
beſee ming the yearcs hee then caried) allo attendante on the nigh 
tie king lus father in the warres of Fraunce : what thinges did hee 
there pertorme ? hat weightie 1 and thoſe beyonde all 
expectation would hee vndertake, in honour of lus royall progeine 
was it not too too ſtraunge, that being in compariſon of yeares, as 
it were a childe, deuoide ot ſo confirined and auncient grafted expe 
rience as beleemed the warres, hee vndertooke not u ichſtandin 

at eighteene yeares of age, with halfe lus fathers power ( by a mo 

couragious deſire of an euerthurſting glorie, with condition and 
charge eitlier there to eternize his death by an euerlaſting memorie 
or backe to returne againe with triumphant gained victorie)to ioine 
with the whole and nughtic power of Fraunce, and all the Clieualrie 
thereof, where( to lus unmorrall and ſurpaſsing high renowne)hee 
attained vppon them by the high p—_ of God, a molt memo- 
rable Tropheie? But why dwell I in thele {lender diſcourles( ſmall 
God knowwesin reipect ofthole miglitie conqueſtes by hum aſter- 
wardes atcheiued) indeteining you fromthe ſweete and ardente re- 
membrance of the reſt ? If hee being yer ſequeſtred in ycares trom any 
ripenes at all, when it was then to be ſuppoſed he molt necded gouern 
mente, coulde by ſuch ſtately and inuincible valour, ſo moderate his 
great and waighitie ſt actions, as to become at that very inſtant ſo re 
doubted and famous: what miglit we deem of hum atter ward, being 
once perfectly eſtabliſhed in all kind of manly directions, but tliat of 
necesſity hee ſhould by many degrees exceed and goe beyond the for 
moſt ſhewe of all his excellencies, and the greateſt expectation that 
might bee of all his progresſions, & ſo —— hee did. Forbeing 
once attained to mans eſtate hee grew immediatly to become a 
Prince, ſage, diſcreet, politike, & wiſe in all his actiõs of rare & ſingular 
circũſpectiõ and prouidence, benigne: & ot allothers moſt fauourable 
and courteous : fortunate, and euer inuincible in the warres,ltbcrall 
to his followers, and of a high replenuſhed bountye to euery one, a 
verie 
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very Patrone and deſender of innocents, abſolutely fauouring al- 
wayes the right, Magnanunious as touching his eſtate and the high 
and waightic enterpriſes he tooke in hande, exceedingly feared a- 
broad, woondertully beloued at home, nuxing alwayes the enter- 
changeable exerciſe ot Armes, witli continuall itudie of learning.

rie, as that the King then conteſſed, thatto become the priſoner of 
ſuch a one, it coulde bee no dilparagemeut vnto ſo mightie a ſoue- 
ragne as hunlelte, ſeg that hee was by the force ot that onely o-

ty honours throughout all Fraunce, as thut the regard thereof made 
his name a terrour, and his becke a commaunde to compell their 
Soueraigntit vnto lus ta: hero obedience: hee was required by Don 
Petro, Kang, of Caſtile, to helpe him againſt Heme lus baſt.ud bro- 
ther, who tad then expulied hun volaiytully, and viurped vpon his 
king: ome. Wherevpon hauing by the couragious endeuour ot hun 
{clte,and his Kiughtes, and by their ſole and onely prowefle, brought 
dou ne the viurper, and driuen him cleane out of the Countrey, 
(albeit his ſtrength was ſuch, and the adnurable tauour of the 
people ſogreat, as might eaſily haue inuited lum there, to the 
wearing of a crowne) hee neuercheleſſe of a high aud not le dupo- 
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ſo farre forth declared his remperance at that very inſtant not com- 
monlie happening vnto euery one, eſpecially in cauſes of a king- 
domeſ as that hee vtterly abſtained ſo muchas to beare an appetite 
or liking ti — the occaſio was thereunto miniſtred by 
the breach of Don Petra in payment ot lus {ouldicrs : but to lis un- 
mortall rcnowne, placed and reſtored therin againe the true & lau- 
ful inheritour of the ſame, ſetling him(according as was intended) m 
his crowne and kingdome. Could there my L. in any one haue ap- 
peared greater arguments of Magnanunity, Iuſtice, & Temperance 
then was remaining in this Prince ? And yet it continuall liappineſſe 
in all worldly attempts, if neuer ccaſing and cternized famous vic- 
tories, if the comendation & honour done vnto lum of lus miglitieſt 
enemies, it ſtrength and glory ot his country, and honoured titles ot 
lus victorious father, if confirmed leagues of diuers mightie Prin- 
ces, Confederates and Alies, if feruent and of all others the moſt

Grew Fameat any 
tune ſo unpatient as cuen then, when (as the moſt conuenient har- 
bour of al her wortluneſſe) ſhe ſought out lus divelling? Agreed the

Wirtneſſe among many other his more then ordinary attemptes, 
the three battels ( then which no one thing throughout the worlde 
before or ſince became of more greater remembraunce ) by lum in 
his moſt youngeſt yeares , ſo miraculouthe fougliten, the one of 
which was at C reſſay againſt the French,when he was but eighteen 
yeares of age ( as you haue before remembred,) the ſecond at Poic- 
ters, where died the King of Bohemia, and King lob» ot Ft. unce 
became lus pryſoner : the thirde againſtthe baſtard Henrie, tor the 
kingdom of Caſtile, where in one whole intire tight the tame Henry 
bearing a mighitie hoſte, was by meere ſurpaſſing valour and molt 
weorthic proweſſe of thus Prince diſcomfited, and by maine force 
therect 
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thereof expulſed his Seignorie. All which exploites , and manie 
moe beſides, celebrating thereby his eternall prayſes, when he had 
with greater glory, then well may bee concemed , furniſhed and 
finiſhed to the aduancement ot lus unmortall dignitie: Sce death, Friphoneme. 
deſpightfull death, who 1oymng withthe malignitie ofthe wicked Emphaſis. 
world, hatctull alu ayesto vertuc , anc fat;slying eucr to malicious 
enuy, bereſtthe vnworthy carth of Ins moſt u orthy life But howe? 
Not as falleth out to every common creature , deuoyde of after me- 
mone : tor why ? the loueraigne commannder of earth and skics, al- 
lotted it otherwaile : neither beſcemeth fuch ſtatelj Patterncs of ho- 1ntipophera 
noured vertuc, whole ſprites cried with greater etticacie of aſpiring 
eternitie, then thoſe wh e duller conce\ tes are adapted to more 
terrene and groſſe * hdincs, thould bee exemptc d their per petuidic. 
And albeit in all the progreſſion ot the withed life of thus mightic 
Prince, any one thing was ncuet tounde contrarying,blennihing or C emMoratio 
in one fort or other mmpugntng luis honour (one ſole unpoſition or 
taxe contraric d in lus goucrnen ent ct CG aſcorgne excepted ) yet in 
the higheſt eſtate ot lus happineſſe wherein he alwayes liued, Was he 
neuer more happie or glorious, then euen in his very death. Inſo- 
much as he then died, at which tune in moſt honour and lugheſt, g. 
toppe of all proſperitie, hee was principally eſtabliſhed and cheitle 
floriſhing: at that inſtant in which the type ot his excellency was 
m no one tytle or iote obſcured: at that very ſcaſon when in the praiſe oſhis 
whole courle and practiſe of hs life, hauing ſtill addicted humſelfe to deach. 
ſounde out the incertame and momentary pleaſure of the worlde, 
he had by pertect tryall found out the ſiuall validitie and little afh- 
aunce th.t was to bee repoſed in tranſitory and fading glory of 
the lame. Eventhen, when in che exchaunge of the cternall ha- 
bitation the incomprehe nſible 10yeswhereot no eye hath lcene,carc 
hath heard, nor towgu: can expreſie,)hee beſt knewe how to leaue 
this wretched life, and to compatiethe {weete and whollome me- 
diration ofthe other He diced (my L.)as hee euer liued, vertuouſſy 
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prepar.;tion to neue ICYCS and commuration ct momentary 
pleaſures, an att: rance ot cue flouruilunggladneſlec. Thus, lee you Deroratio 


(my good L. before your eye s, the moſt certaine and aſlured coun- 
tertente of very true Nobilitie, furnuhed in the diſcouerie of ſuch a 
ene 
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one, Whoſe perſonage being in no kinde of excellencie inferidur, to 
that in the hughelt degree may be of any other unagined : deſcructh 
by io much the more of al honourable eſtates accordingly to be em- 
braced, Great is the ornamen: of prayſe, and precious the renowiie 
that longetli to ſuch vertue: the diamond glimpſewherot eq alleth 
in beautie the faireſt, and dimuncth by the very thadow there ot the 
— pompe of the miglitieſt. Brautie, ſtrength, comelimc ſle fa- 

eth, yea, the worlde decayerh, pleaſure vanithcrh, and the very tace

or what conſtellation ſo furious, astffected their operations in produ- 
tion of ſo bad and vie a creature, at the time when hee was firſt put 
forwarde with liuing into the worlde: In the fearch u hereof I haue 
beene the leſſe aſtomed, in ſo much as thereby I haue growne in- 
to ſome particular knowledge ot his originall and parentes. His 
fire I haue vnderſtoode was a villiane by byrth, by nature, by 
ſoyle, by diſcent, by education, by practiſe, by ſtudie, by expert

And ſurely it I ſhould giue cre- 
dite to loine W homel durſt belecue, that knewe hum eucn then when 
he was not much more then a childe, the very yeares hee laſtly bare 
aue not more allured teſtunonie ot what hee nowe was, then the

"want" eaſon which hee then paſſed, did yeelde an inuiolable approbation 
what in time following he would become,tor euen then, what rapine 
Erphonefts, What theft, what iniurie, what ſlander, a hat I ing, what enwe, What 
malice, what deſperate boldneſle, and daring to enter into any miſ- 
chiefe, was in lum throughly planted. There was not (by reporte) 
any one thing whereby a man might afterwarde bee coniectured to 
become infamous, but was in him fully repleniſhed. Credite mee, 
coniecture ſo manifoldly of the ſequell of lus actions, as when 1 vnder 
omolteluon ſtand what hee was ſo ripely, I maruaile that hee liued thus long ſo 
wickedly, But ſhall I rurne here from, to lus Adoleſcencie and thew 
what therein I haue hearde: Truely it paſſeth all capacitie to be cen 
Advleſcencie ſured: and it is tao too much to bee thought vppon, His pride, his 
bouldnes, his ihameles countenance, lus lookes, his geſture, lus thew 
. lus lung, lus conuerſation, his company, Is haunts ſhewed (ill 
what hee was: There was no rake-hell, no tuffian, no knaue, no vil 
laine, no cogging raskall, no hatefull companion, no robber on high 
wayes, no priuy pilterer, but his hande was in with lum, and — 
was a copeſmate for lum, no brothell houſe but hee haunted, no odde 
Pos corner but hee knewe, no cutter, but hee was a ſharer with, no per 
ſon ſo Liſcuious, abiect, vilde, or diflolute, but hee would bee a co 
partner 
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partner with, Yet after all theſe trades, haunts, ſharings, and par- 
takings, hee became at laſt roterue an olde miſer, aged tor lus yeares 
and nuſerable tor his conerouſnes, The wretched olde man( as each 
one fancieth as hee izketh) conceiued ſo much of the odde youth, that 
hee tooke lum into his ſeruice, where, with badde attite, and thred v 
bare diet, hee liued with hum a pretric ſeaſon, tome what more then 
quarter maiſter. In the ende ( by whoſe thefte God knowes ) the 
man had a chiſt broken vp, and a little coyne and plate ſtolne, where 
with (becomming deſperate) it was deliuered hee hung himſelfe for 
griete, and being now deade, leſte no iſſue or other heire, to ſuc- 
ceede his wretchedneſſe and double barred hoorde, but B, his man, . * 
who being a ſtrong lubber,was by this time grow ne a ſturdie knaue, gpjberon 
and would needes becounted a man, and thereupon hee became 
owner and intruderto his maiſters pelfe, wretchednes and miſerie. Allegoria, 
Toreckoneto you ſince, howe hee came into the countrie here, bee- 
came a purchaſer, howe hee hath ſpent his youth, paſſed his olde His youth 
ages what liberty, extortion, wrong, crueltie rapine, miſchucte, and and age. 
all kind of villanie, hee hath bolſtred, perpetrated, followed : what 
infidelitie, falſhoode, revenge, priuy guile, treacherie, betraying the Hu 
innocent, beating downe the poore, fatherleſſe and widdowes:howe 
much euill hee hath done and what litle good he hath deſerued, what 
ſhould I clogge my ſelfe with the remembrance, or trouble you with Antipephore 
the rehearſall. It is to much, I am not able. I cannot, nay, it were 
vnpoſſible to performe it. Whatreſteth then, but that I haſten to 
the ſcope which in my formoſt purpoſe was intended, that — T ranſitee, 
deliuered his ſhamefull life, I doe report vnto you his ſhameleſſe an 
vnaccuſtomed death, See then the incomprehenſible power and iu- 
ſtice of God- ſee the weight of his meaſure, ſee the wonderfull de- Proſonemeſs 
monſtration of his ſecret iudgement, howe of a careleſſe life enſueth 
acankered death: of a wilfull liuing a wretched ending: of ſuch mo- 
ney miſers ſo manifold? muſeries, as whereof I ſigh to tlunke, and 
gricueto remember. The man ſomewhat before his ſickueſſe grew 
into an extreame numneſſe, in ſo muchas hee that neuer luſted to 
helpe others, was not nowe able to helpe himſelfe, nor any cared to 
releiue him :afterwardes fretting and — with hunlelle as it ſee- 
med, that not withſtanding his greate maſſe of mcney, and huge 


heape of wealth, none coulde bee entreated with prayers, or m_ 
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with giftes, ſo much as tomeddle with him, he grew into ſuch a fren- 
ſie, and conſequently, into ſo ranck a madnes, that hee ſate ſucaring 

Fhpotypeſs and blaſ henung, crying, curſing, and banning, and that moſt exeera- 

SP ble, lus 2 were grinune, furious and changed, bis face terrible, 

— his ſight hery and pearcing, they thatſawe hun teared, and they that 

a — ofat durit not come nigh tum, In concluſion, ſome that pitticd 
him more then lus deſeruing and grieued to fee that, they coulde not 
redreſle in hum, cauled a company to watch lum, others to prowde 
warme brothes, and in concluſion vſed all meanes posſible to com- 
fort lum. But ww liat can man doe to preuent the ſecret determinati- 
on of the almighty? For loc w luleſt all men left hum, and cach one 
ſtoode in doubte of him, a company of rattes vpona ſudden puſſeſt lus

Meriſmus lodging,vpon which & about which, they were ſo bold as iu the fight

His death day-light nor company wherein to bee buried! Iwoonely that were 
the conueyers of hun, ſickedned vchemently, and one of them dyed

mee ſo ſtrange, and therewithall ſo opportune to warne vs of our ac-

And this by inſight had into the 
very wozdt and lo welt (ozt of men ſhall pou ſind, that ther is hard⸗ 
ly any lining of ſo baſe and contemptible a ſpirite , but that by 
Prayſe and commendation, hee map bee dzawne vp to ſome li⸗ 
king ol well doing. Andhowbeit the iNues of mens actions doe 
at any time ſcene to bee ſpotted with euill, yet deſire they at the 
leaſt wiſe fo: their reckoning ſake, that they might bee ell med as 


By this.appearcth the ſingulaxitie of thinges excellent, in 
ſo much as nothing is, oꝛ ſemeth rightly pꝛayſe- oo:thie, but 
what is accounted god, ſo little reputation haue the perpe⸗ 
tratours of cuilles, as that of neceſlitic they arc compelled to 
ſecke credite, by falſefly attributing vnto themſelucs the 
name of good. Howe much moze then true Prayſe and Miſ- 
like of thinges wozthy , 02 to ber deſpvied, may by alllikck- 


hode bir auaylable with thoſe of god ſpirite, to dzaw them to 


Vertues 

To apply now this pꝛayſe in exhoꝛting oꝛ counſailing any one 
it behooucth we firſt concetue what diſpoſition, habiliments, oz 
other matter of value are in him whome wer haue to deale with 
furthering 02 conuenient to ſucha purpoſe , whercunto wee 
woulde erhozt o2 perſwade him , and the likelihode of the 
ſame, greatly to put foozth o2 commend : 02 if befoze time hee

rate of gaine, and perfo:meth all endevoursby cyperfation of rc- 
ward, but that vertvous kinde of Hope, which en: bleth to: he per⸗ 
fecion/and abſolute ſummme of all woꝛthinc ce, and whoſe unt is 
honour , reputation , eſtunate and acceunt: A like Couwanicn 
where unto is Love, being a zealous aficaaten of thinges ſin⸗ 
gular „ which Loue pꝛotuteth like wile in it ſette, not a mum e 
onely, but a burning Hate ol things vile, contem ptible, end dvn⸗ 
bcleeming. 

As theie in themſclucs doe each particularly thjzuſt fozwards 
to gadaes, ſo many times Fcare, oz toubt of (nconuentence that 
may caſue,tcrrificth oz dCwancth from caxls , Commiſeratiom 
of the lamentable ſtate of any one, pzoueketh alſo ſometimes to 
pitty, andvilarncthin like ſoꝛt manie times tr m reuenge. Ex- 
pect uon, as well of Loue as of Hate, of cod apimien as miſlike in 
comnpaſſing of any thing is notthelcaft. Shame 4 ignominie of the 
action alſo, the de e whereof is oftcntincs occaſion fuf- 
ficient of well doing, andhindzance alike, and withdzawing from 
tuill puryoſts. But abour all is the ſpur of Einulation, whole fozce 
gathered by a certaine kind of Enuie, ef others pꝛoct dings kind- 
leth flames of regarde to afpire vnto the like, bat not that ſng- 
giſh and crecrable entue bred of moſt wicked and veteſtable ma- 
lice, which when it ſelfc cannet, no2is able to doc any thing wo2- 
thie, ſnatche th and continually cnaweth cn the deſerts of others, 
but that generous and noble kind of e nuie which diſtrrete Nature 
and vertue haue in nuated in our mindes, emulating by a 
keruent dere to comp ſſe, oꝛ poſſibly to go beyond what mightily 
by others hath berne perfo2med.

Foꝛ the Perſon if he were at anie time ot᷑ woꝛth Im ght ſhew 
then the indiginitie, oz beſeeminxof ſuchathinge vato him, ſo2 
that actions of ſuch kinde are alwaies vnto the noble end beſt en⸗ 
dued miades vtterly repugaing. And ſo thercupon ik in him there

For the Galles whom before he had expu 
ſed, hauing in - time of this his bamuſhment aſl ieged the Citie of 
Rome, and becing then verie likely to haue diſtreſſed theſame,in- 
ſomuch as they hadd alreadie forraged , burnt and deſtroyed the 
whole Ceuntrey round about, he more ſorrowfullat the likely ruine 
ot tus Citie, then greiued at his own baniſlunent, (moued thereunto 
of very pietie to his native ſcyle and Countrey) entre d counſel with 
the Ardeats, and by his wiſedome, pollicie, and great manhood, ſo 
perſwaded thoſe people, that in teare of their mithap, they were con 
tent to leuie a mightie armie vnder his conduct, here wich he not 
onely put backe the enenue, but ther with ſo mightily — ued them, 
as by luch meanes hee vtterly freed and ſet at libertie his Citie and 
Countrey. 

What neede wee ſearch abroad for ſuch forraine examples, 

and why draw we not home into our ewne ſoile of England: What 
Chronicle ſhall euer remaine,or what Engliſh Hiſtorie ſhall euer T. 
bee extant, that ſhall not eucrlaſtingly report, the deſerued fame 
ef tkat right woorthie and · very noble = Sir Williams Wal- 
woorth, Knight, once Lord Maior of London, the remembraunce 
whereof (to his perpetuall prayſe,and endleſſe confuſion of others, 
who not only abſlaine the putting in vre of ſuch his memorable ver- 
tue, but which is woorſe, doe endeuour by cruell force to tender 
violence vnto their ſacred Prince and Countrey ) ſhall yet flou- * 
rah for euer. Ill doe you example vnto yur e, or thinke on 


the woorthinefle of that good man , who in the tume of King

way that in the execution cannot be auoyded: you will notu itlutan- 
ding all this forget your ſelfe ſo much as in the accompliihment of a 
purpoſe ſo farre different from the nature (Iwill not ſay ot a Gentle- 
man) but of an honeſt man, go about to put in proote what in the 
end muſt of neceſſitie returne to your one contuſion.

at all, yet God would reuenge it. 

If then you will hearken or vnderſtand what is right, you muſt be 
diſlwaded from theſe uitendments, wherein if my ſelte thould haue 
become ſo graceles, as to haue ſet in foote with you, juſtly we might 
haue both cõteſſed to haue bin drowned in all vnhappines togethers 

And nowe good brother, vic 1 pray you that meanes heerein 
that with greateſt commendation may beſeeme you, weigh with 
your ſelfe, that ſuch diſtemperate motions are not to bee tollow- 
ed, conceiue that Vertue, whoſe ſeruaunt you were in your firſt 
education, forbiddeth you to bee ledde by ſuch ſenſuall appetites,

all thinges doe by little and a lule growe into ripeneſle, and foorth 
with by degrees fall into rotennes? Hath not God vnto every thing 
after their greateſt perfection, include d ſuch certaine lunites, that by 
and by they ſeeme to bee appropriate to their lateſt confuſion? 1s 
there any thinge on earth ſo aſſured, that by vnſtaied inc ertainety is 
Eortems not continually guided? Among all fruites and bloſſomes on the 
ground are ther not ſome that are ſooner then others euen on their 
tender braunches, as it were alreadie ripened, and others againe 
that by longe lying ate made rotten and mellow? All flowers ſpring 
not at one inſtant, nor all blofloms with one ſole blaſt are ſcattered 
To man is appointed his certaine boundes, vnto which to bee attai 
ned, and beyonde the which not to paſſe, is alread'e limited. Your 
ſonne as timelie fruite, ſo timely ripened, and as ſitte for his ſeaſon 
was as timelie gathered. It was neceflarie by nature hee ſhoulde 
bee perfected, & the perfection attained, by nature alſo he was con 
ſequentlie to bee depriued Onelie that his ſickeneſſe was naturall 
and that in the continuance thereot hee wanted no attendaunce, the 
credite of others as well as my ſelte can teſtiſie.

Ot his firſt ſickeneſſe hee was whole, and perfecthe recoue 
red, afterwardes from the Jaundiſe, though ſomewhat weakned, yet 
laſtlie delivered. ut the inwarde moath that conſumed him, would 
not tuffer him to liue, which with extreame gripes aſſailed hum, that 
beeing not able any longer to continue at the pleaſure of God hee 
died. It is your parte therefore to bee nowe recomtorted, and there 
| mm withpatienceto referre your ſelfe ro Gods determinate pleaſure 
Tee and iudgement, to which intent I haue taken inhand this midnights

| þ this place wee will conclude out Epiſtles Conſolatorie, and 
paſſe out of the ſame title to the next thercot, which are Moni- 
torie and Reprehenſorie. {The one part thereof being Montorig, 
conliſteth in foꝛ warning to the vnexperienced ſuch matters as 
hee knoweth not, in ſoꝛt as if therewith hee ſhoulde bee thꝛough⸗ 
iy acquainted : the other, in ſkifull explaining theoffence ol a thing 
kaultie, which ſtandeth vpd to de refoꝛmed. And inſomuch as there 
be few men that gladly like to bee ſuppoſed ouer much faultie, oz 
lone much to be rebuked foz the greatnes of their erroꝛs, the oꝛ⸗ 
der therefoze of theſe mormtorie, in ſetting fo:th what may be coun 
ted ockenſtue, all not accuſe but admoniſh from the greatneſſe oz 
fmatneffe of the lame, qualifying the bitterncfe of repzehenſion 
with a certainemaner ef pꝛayſe, how ener deſert doe af#)d to the 
furtherance thereof. Foz in a gentle condition oꝛ minde not alto⸗ 
ther bent vnto emill, to ſuppoſe that the greateſt part is the better 
inclined, ard tt allo in ſome gwd meaſure to commende, bꝛæ deth 
no ſmall incouragement to doe well, her to whom the admonition 
paſleth, hauing meane therby to thinke that his behaniour is not ſg 
far onergrowne, but that pꝛeſumptton of his Vertues do pet ſway 
in mens opintons, oꝛ at the leaſtwiſe imagining that men are ig⸗ 
no:ant altogether of that, whereofthey ſæme to take no notice at 
all, be toill ſtudy the rather to hearken to ſuch wholeſome directi- 
ons, 

Places mmitorie and reprebenſcrie, 
ons, and acco2dingly to refozme his mancrs thertunto betimcs, 
And verily ( as you haue befoze in the examples Diſluaſoric )ſo in

is thereby ſecluded from the partes hereof, but not being intole- 
rable in his age 02 eſtate, in whom the ſame is found, then ſhall we 


not aggrauate,but extenuate the apparance thereof, ſhewing that 
it is a thing common foz men to fall, cheiflie poung men, who by

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by reaſ in of ſom? hard dealinges oTered vnto vs, 02 our freinds, 
might ſæme much to pꝛeuule in one ſoꝛt o2 other to giue them na- 
tice ot it, whereby to auoide (ik it be poſſible) the erpected vehemen⸗ 
cie and intolerable ſuppoꝛt of the ſame. With ſuch men to deale, 
behoucth, if at leaſt wiſe we be compelled thercunto, to make a re⸗ 
citall of many vertues, ſich as might be commendable and brauti⸗ 
fving vnto fo great eſtate and autyo2itie, and ther withall ſet fozth 
tze woꝛthines to the vttcrmoſt of that we wiſh to be in him plan 
ted: and (ainedly alſo we may ſuppoſe thoſe Verrues to bee inſinu⸗ 
ate in his perſon, and how much they are furthering to his name

fathers late deceaſe, you being a greene youth, voide of experience, 
bente to the triall ot all companies, richlie poſſeſled, and wealthilie 
endued, are nowe left into your owne handes, and thereby deliue

Ihe prodigal 
and the couetous docoffend alike,for neither doe liue as they —— 
Pleaſure it ſelfe is ſometimes a labour, and labour alſo often a plea- 
lure, To a couetous man is wanting as well that hee hath, as that hee 
hath not. 

Eualg ia, à figure like vnto the other befozcgoing, and much 
reſembling to Oriſmu, which defineth a matter by ſozting the 
ſame into a diſtinguiſhment , but this now telleth the cauſe o2 
reaſon of that which is befoze auerred, andis as a confirmation 
thereunto giuen foz the concluding of the lame, you map ſee the 
cxamples as the figure is quoted in my Epillles, 

Paralepſec,0; Occupatio, when in ſeeming to ouerpaſſe, omit, oꝛ let 
lip a thing, we then chiefly ſpeake thereof,as thus : 7 will not here 
rehearſe vnto you how ſlippery & tran ſitory thus lite is, how much 
laden with cares,expoſed to daungers, and attended with miſeries, 
for we know it & teele it: But 1 will come to ſpeake ofthe perdura- 
ble ioies of the other, &c. Dʒ thus, for my part I haue no Fe to 
lay open others mens errors it is inough vnto me, that bythemſelues 
they are made apparant, and that the whole world may ſee them, 
I omit to report vnto you theſe & ſuch like ordinary matters, which 
in compariſon of that I will bew you are but trifles. I tel you not, or 
Italke not now of times paſt. It is not the matter herein I am now 
occupied. His theft, his rapi ne, his ſpoile, and all lis whole diſorderly 
courſe of life in thoſe daies perpetrated, I now onut, and onely doe 
come tothe tunes preſent, His —— had almoſt (aid concea 
—— good when time was, if it bee well noted, was it that procu- 
red our nulchictes &c. 

Procatalepſuc oꝛ Preoccupatio, when wee Toe anticipate vnto our 
ſclues that we know wil be obtected, as thus, what doe you obiect 
vnto me the times paſſed, thole ſeaſons & ours are vtterly vnlik. Bur 
peraduenture you will ſay that theſe things are for children fit to be

tell you the proofe is extant, and fit tobe belceued, 

Metrſta/is 01 Tranſitio,when in buofe w des wee pa ſe from 
one thing toanother, as thus, You haue hearde by this what you 
ought to conſider, heare now I pray you what you are bounde to re 
member. Theſu things you wil lay are pleaſant, but the reſt yet vn- 
told are tar more delighttnll. I his already thewed vnto youſcemeth 
to be toletable, tat wluch followes is no wates to bee (uttered, Ihaue 
no told you what was done in priuate, / willnext ſhew you what 
was handlcd inpublike: theſe tlungs he did at home, that which fol- 
loweth was abroade in the ficlde : whileſt hee was a young man, hee 
didthis i told you, but the vertues of his age werefar more different. 
You haue vnderſtood of maners,7 will now ſpeake vnto you oflear- 
ning: / will not trouble you with many tlungs — one 
tung wil I reheade vnto you. But of theſe enough, we will now go 
to the rcit, I haveſometiung bin caried away withthele morions, but 
we wil now goto the ſubſtance. But why ſtay we ſo long intrifles l 
wil go to the head of the marter:what he pronuſed I haue delivered 
what he performed you ſhall vnderſtande : I haue thus ſhewed you 
how much he was charged vnto me, you ſhal now heare againe how 
gemly he requited tne,

9] Dnlidering how many woozthie andercellentmen, 
not onciy in our pꝛeſent age, but in many yeares be 
g foe vs haneliued, none ot all which (though quel i⸗ 
onleſſe furniſhed with verie great abilitic ) haue to 
| my tettame knowletge, euer w2itten ought in our 
Engliſh tongue, touching thts title : It may ſeme queſtionable, 
how J themoſt diſfurniſhed of many others, and ſabice thereby to 
theinſight andcozredtion of all others durſt take vpon mee to diſ⸗ 
courſe thereupon , weighing with my ſelfe the ſubiec J take in 
hand, to be of ſpeciall qualitie, and to none ſo much fitting as to 
thoſe that be greateſtlearned, beſt aduiſed, viſcreeteſtgouerned,and 
woꝛthieſt ruled, to treate vpon. Noz doe my lelfe by luch pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion of mine, deeme the ſame to be of leſſe moment then it is. Bows 
beit, as one tied by a fozmer pꝛom ſe, in that my firſt edition of this 
pꝛelent Methode of Epiſtles, haue now taken vpon me ( as you ſe) 
to wꝛtte thertupon. 

Truth it is, that as Jam none ofthoſe that may vaunt mp ſelſe 
of any furniture ſufftciznt to ſo ſpetiall an end t purpoſe, yet haue 
3 not beene in ſome tune ofthe veares q haue ſpent altogethee ex⸗ 
ctuded from any fanour o2 taſt thercofat all. Neither haue J who» 
ly ſpent the feaſons J haue caried, fo vainely, but that at one time 
o other J haue (not without ſome conſiderate aduerting) cpcd the 
demeanours, iſſues, and diſpoſitions of ſundzy humozs, by inſight 
whereinto, and ſome p:ofe made of that which my ſcife haue pꝛac⸗ 
tiſed in place of ſeruice, I am bold in this onely diſcourſe , to ad- 
uenture the perfozmance of that J haue pꝛomiſed. 

In the diſcouerte whereof, my minde is not, noꝛ ſhall be to pꝛe⸗ 
fcribe vnto any one, dut to deliner what in mine owne opinion; I 
haue conicqured to be meeteſt in ſuch a perſon. Nell regarding the 
number of thoſe who enabled by farre better ſkill, oꝛ guided by ex⸗ 
perience, and their owne pꝛoper vertue, can both ſearch and wads 
further therein, then mp pozc abilitie may any wayes locke = 
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Lon which my purpoſe is, and ſhall be in this pꝛeſent diſcourſe,on- 
ly to ſet fozth vnto ſuch, whoſe vnrtpened yeare- ,fop want of decerng 
ment, haue not pct made them apt vnto ſc ſpctiall a being, and qua- 
titte : what in mp playne conceit, vnto the place and office of ſuch a 
one, mierte and fit to be a Secretoric, may be thought moſtconſonant 
and wozthie. 

Co the accompliſhment whercof, as the beſt and mer teſt indut 
tion to luch a matter, it ſhall not ber to lender purp ſe, to ſpeake 
ficſt of the name ther col, and to ſift out by what in ane the 
ſeruing in ſuch a place, had the oʒiginall title to be ce lled a Secre- 
toric, Yu ſhall then vnderſtande, that as mec ſa methj. by ſpet tall 
reaſon and iudgement, this name Secretorie, impoꝛting therein 
as it doth action of great conſcquence, both be re in it matter of 
mo2e circumltance, then by cucry one is conſidered, and by hows 
much the moze honcurable the place of attcndanceis , where ſuch 
a one doth ſerue, by ſo much the moꝛe beſameth the partie called 
znto ſuch ſeruite, be a man choyte and ot wozthie ellimate, habi⸗ 
litie and iudgement. Sothen am J not ef opinion of the vulti- 
tude, who holde that the pzayſcable endeuour 02 abilitic of well 
waiting o2 oꝛdering the pen, ts the m:itter thatmaketh the Sccre- 
torie, ( albeit the vie heercof is not the leaſt part of many other 
things incident tothe ſame office) but that carping with it ſelle a 
purpoſe of much weightier ett a, the perſon thercunto named was 
As a deriuatiue from that which contax neth the cheifeft title of cre⸗ 
dite, and place ofgreateſt aſurance that may be repoſed, in re- 
ſpect of the affinitie they both haue of truſt and ſidelitie, ccch with 
the other, by great conccit and diſcretion, tearmedtobe a Secre 
toric. 

And albeit there happily may be opinions ſi me waycs contra- 
rying vnto this my pꝛeſent deliucrie , touching the originall of 
this title: pct ſtanding direaly aſfuredthat they all be ing laid toge- 
thers, muff ofnecefitie conclude on the very Secreſie, truſt, and re 

de,ſpecially unpoſed on him who beareth the ſame title: J will 

oldly foꝛ this cauſe define, that in reſpec of ſuch Secreſie, truſt 
and aſſurance requiredat the handes of him who ſcructh in ſuch 
place, the name was firſt giuen to be called a Secretorie, and that 
by the Etymologie of the verie woꝛdit ſclfe, ſounding in true con- 
tecure, , cuſteu, 0} conſernator ſecreti ſibi commuſſi, a keeper or 


conſeruer 


Office of a Secretorie. 
tonſe ruer of the ſecret vnto hum commuted, 
By this reaſon we doe call the moſt ſecrefe place in the honſe 
appzopxate vato our owne pꝛiuate futics, and wherein wee re- 
poſe am deliberate by deepc confideration of all our waighticſt 
affaires, a Cloſet, in true intentment and meaning, a place where 
our dealings of umpo:tante are ſhut vp, a rooine pꝛoper and petu- 
liar to our ſelues. And whereas into each other place of the houſe 
it is o2dinary fo2 cuerp necreattendant about vs to haue acceſſe: 
in this place wee doc ſolitary and alone ſhut vp our ſelues, cf this 
wee keepe the key our ſelnes, and the vie thercofalone doe anelp 
appzopzlate vnto our ſelucs. 

And if we ſhould run but into the nature ol things ſecrer, & 
conſider by the name, what to ſuch a matter is required, wee ſhall 
find that of it owneſelfe it chalengeth ſo much, whereby with tee 
things molk ſpectalle it is ſaide to bee foztified,viz , with couertnes 
that it be cloſely kept fromthe cycs, eares oꝛ bnderftanding of 
others: Safery, that ſecurely it hee retamed,and laid vp, both with 
choiſe reſpect and tendering : Aſſurance, that by no miſtake, neg 
ligence, 02 defect of the party hauing charge ol ſuch aſecrete, u 
map turne to a pꝛeiudice. 

Thus then by concurrence of theſe, it appeareth that vnto 
eurrie ſecrete there is require a Cloſet, and the pzop:r die of that 
Cloſet, is onclie lo the couertneſſe, ſatetie nd aſſurance of the le 
crete : all which conſidercd, let vs now ſee, if yon will, what ana- 
logie 02pzopozti-n they haue with our Se cretorie. 

Ftharh ber ne alreadte befozr alleadge d, that by the verp 
etimologie of the wozd it ſelfe, both Name and Office in one, dos 
tonc lude vppon ſecrecie: I ſo, then in reſpect of the cc uertnes 
ſafetie and aſlurance in him repoſed. and nat otherwiſe, the party 
ſeruing in ſuch place may bee callet a Secretoric, The Cloſer in 
tuerie houſe, as it is a repoſementof ſecrers, fo is it onely(as 


I ſaide befoze)atthe owners, and no others commarndement : 
The Secretotie, as her is a keeper and conferuer of ſecrets, ſo 
is her by his Lone oz Paiſter, and by none other to bee direc 
ted. To a Cloſer, there belongeth pꝛoperlie, a doore, a locke, 
anda key: tu a Sccretorie, there appertaincth incidentiy, Hone- 
ſty, Care, and Fidelnie.

Of che partes,place and 

And fo2 aſmuch as by the conturrente of theſe twaine , bath 
Name and office doe ſæ me in viage and accaunt to bes of ſo great 
waightineſle, t that out Sccretorie, as well in title, as place ſfan⸗ 
deth by ſuch declaration, ioyntlie tied vnto fo diſl ria an obſer⸗ 
nance: let vs nom a little further enter into the function t place 
bee beareth in (ach kinde ol ſcruice, and con ider that being in one 
condition a ſeruant, hee is at the pleaſure and appointment of anos 
ther to bee commanded: and br ing in a ſecond reſpect as a Friend 
hee is charilie to haue in eſtimate, the fate, ponoꝛ, xtputatien and 
heing ol him whome he ſeructh. 6 

Touching the firſt of theſe, in that he is ( I meane) a Seruant, it 
is to bee intended, that ther l unto belongeth a Superiour, q who'e 
abſalute direction, his actions ot ſeruice, are to bee ozdered and 
commaunded.. And not withtanding the reputation, credite 
and eſtate ot becing, to him giuen and allowed by his Lord oz 
Maiſter, hee is pet to conſider, that the weight and ſumme thereof 
accrueth from his onely fano2, countenance, and good opinion, and 
that by how much the moꝛe, hee liberallie and of an he nourable 
minde affo2deth vnto him the reſpeces thereof , by ſo much the 
moze ſeriouſly ought hee by all poſſible endeuours of ſcruice and 
induſtrie, as fart e loꝛth as in him is, ts ſtudie to conſerue and bp 
holde the ſame. 

And herein ſeemeth it not fruitleſle to appoſe vntoſuch a ones 
remembꝛance, ſome part of the conſiderations pertinent and ans 
nexed to the ſtate of ſeruant, and whatdependancicin common 
reckoning reſteth betweene him, whobeareth in this ſway the au 
thozitie and rule ofa Maiſter, and the other, who in account that 
hee is to bee cannnanded, carieth a maner of ſubiccion tothat par 
tie, who fo2 the time of ſuch ſeruice, is at his hands to bee rcuercns 
ced and obeyed. 

In regard ol which, wee are fo ſce, that by the title and p2ero 
gatiue which eucrie maiſter hath generallic euer his ſeruant, there 
is a ccrtaine kinde ol duty, Wwherc with each one that ſerueth is 
ſtrained to his obe vance. There is alſo by that very nancol ſer- 
uant a kinde oi fidelity and truſt required, moꝛe ſpeciall then that 
between the ſonne and the father, and that offs great efficacy, as 
whereon ( peraduenture) may reſt not aloncly the diſpalltion ot the 
goods eſtate, pꝛincipall affairs,but alſo oftentimes þ life, hazard 
02 
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02 vndoing of the perſon of his ſad maiſter 

A Son cannet be ſatde to owe fidelity to his parenes, foz which 
tauſe there is alſo no hꝛeach oftruſtinhim to be ixapoſed. I hee 
deale contrarp to the condition ot᷑ a ſonne, the bend by which hee is 
ſtraint d pꝛocædeth oi nature, and ſo are his adions acco2dinglie 
held fo2 vakind, oꝛ vnnaturall. But the ſeruan not lnked by na - 
ture, i; tied in truſt, and by contraryingofſuch truſt, oꝛ not per- 
fozming thereof, is held trracherous oꝛ vifaithſull. Beſides, ſo 
great a predonunation hath this name of fideluic in the hearts of a 
number. that many haue refuſed tacommut theinſelues in times 
of hazard to their Children, but rather haue relied themſelues who 
ly on the aſſurance of their ſeruant-, 

Andhowbeit,mod certaine it is, that Nature wonderfullic 
ſwaicth many tunes in he paper featurcs, pet in this caſc hath 
ſhee commonly leſſe efficacte then n any ethers. Fo: asa currant 
of water laſeth his y wer in becing turned back warde, from his 
ftraightnedcourſe, but hath f cute paſlage in the way that it 
holdeth: ſo 13 Nature in this au on of parents and cluldren. which 
running fo: wards from iſſue to iſſne, bath mighty operation, but 
— 7 Gould be returned hack warde, hath ſeldome anie power 
at a . ; | 
Coutrarywiſe, whether it be the honeſty cf the name that lea- 
deth it, oz the common reputation that each faithfull vſage caricth 
in the eares of good men, 02 afcruency of affection, ned pꝛa- 
perly to the place where ante truſt is repoſed, I wilt not now dif 
pute upon, but queſtionleſle, of fo chary regard hath fidelitie als 
wa es beene accounted, as immediatlſy vpon the name of a ſer- 
uant taten, it feemcth not alone to be vnio the ſeife title apwopꝛi- 
ate, but it is in a manner by the pꝛoper allowance thereunto giuen 
ſcuerally cxaced. 

Hom albeit this kindof eraction and charge, ſmeth in the 
deliuery thereofto bee (indeed very great, yet when hee that ſer⸗ 
ueth hath perfozmed all that in ſuch caſe is to bee required:he can 
not ſv2 thts oꝛ that alledge, that he hath effeued any moze then 
w\crcunto by the very loyalty of a ſeruaut hee was enis yned, n 
tan hee rightly oꝛ p2operly affirme, that by a extracgzmnarie 
reſpect moꝛe then hee ought, her hath accompliſhed the ſame. Fo: 
that in things whereu:to a man whounde, there can Wong 
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tuitie oppoſed, but where a man aboue that hee is charged hath 
further endeuoured, oz moꝛe wozthilic attained, therein of trothe 
and not other wile, ſhineth the greateſt pꝛavſe and gloꝛy vnto him 
that maie be. | 

Foz this cauſe then doe J ſay of our Secretorie, that as het 
is in one degree in place ol a ſeruant, ſois hee in another degree in 
plate of atricnd. A ſeruant, mravely trained in ſome Mechamcall 
Science, cheweth fidelitie to his Maiſter, in an vp2ight dea⸗ 
ling and diſpoſition of his wares 02 goodes. Another in like 
ſoꝛt hauing the reteyte of his Maiſters reuenewes, becom- 
meth a faithfull diſpenſer in his accountes and reckonings 
Some on the other ſide haue aſmuch oz the like fidelitie in kee⸗ 
ping of counſels. Others agame by a termed zeale vnto their ma 
ſters, haue in recoxnizing their ſidelitie died willinglie foz their 
fours. 

Or all theſe ſoztes of Fidelitie, the laſt as Jam ſure it hath leſe 
ſeeming ofcrevence 02 ſuppoſition of troth in common tclecuing 
then any ofthe others, ſo is it (pou will grant mee) the moft aſ- 
ſured and molt moouing pit tie, pzapſe and commendation, in all 
reckoning aboue anie of the others. And that ſuch are and haut 
beene, I could recite vnto you ſund y remembꝛances, and ont 
but of late peares, that in very ſuffictent knowledge fell out to 
bee effected, and thus was the circumſtance, as my vnderſtanding 
could beare it. 

When ſir Iohn of Deſmond in Ireland, ſome ninnber of years 
paſſed, of a rebellious andcruell minde to the ſtate there being, 
and pzincipally to her Paieſty, had ſolemniy conſpired andmoſt 
_ tyzannouflp ſwoꝛne the death and deſtrucionofallEngliſth men 
in his Countrey, there happened one Henry Dauill an Engliſh 
Gentleman to lie, at that very bloudie pꝛetended ſeaſon, in the 
houſe of the ſatde Raight, and foꝛ two cauſes ol him was thought 
entirelie to bet fanozed, the one in reſpea that hee was his Chu⸗ 
tian Goſſip, as they there terme it ( a linke ſtrong mough to haue 
purchaſed fanour in that Countrey, had it not beene with a moſt 
bloudie tyꝛant) the other, in that hee was a Gentle man both tour 

and valiant. | 

This Paiſter Dauill had at that time onelie an Jriſh boy at⸗ 
tendant vpon hun, the time conſpired foz this murder was at mid 

night 
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night, when all men tareleſlie were ſlar ping. About the watch 
whereof, ür John end his companie entring the Chamber of mat- 
ſter Dauill, wakened lim from Clcepe, opened the conſpiracie , and 
willed him to p;cpare himto b is lot, aſſuring him that were it not 
be had without exception vowedin his heart, andſwone the death 
of all Engliſh men, he coulddeſirouſty, aſwell fo2 that he was his 
Chꝛiſtian Godlp, as foz other loue he ought him, haue ſuffered his 
life, but all being appoynted to die, hemuſt go with the reſt. 

The boy having rect iued into his cares the ſound of his mai⸗ 
ſters death, and there with ſundzie menacing ſtrokes ſe&ing rea⸗ 
die to ber p2offercd , ſtirred no queſtion) by a maſt zealovs Fide- 
lie, claſped on his maſters bꝛcaſt, and with ſuch lie nder reſiſtance 
as hee toulbe, did beare oft the blowes, recepued vppon his owne 
bodie diners and ſund2zie wounds, and doe what they could, no one 
couldepull oz remmue him from thence , till fretting rage kinde- 
led in theſe mercilefe creatures, made them kill the Bop vppon 
his maſter, and his Paiſter vader the Bop, both at one inſtant 
togethers. 

Ehe memoꝛie ot this ace, as it is molt pittifull in rehearſall, a 
will it of a number be thought very ſtrange. At any Fidelitie, haue 
by feruentie beene attounted oft, this you will iudge ol any others 
ought cheiflie to be embzaced. But pet not this, noz any of the re» 
ſidue ofthoſe partes of Fidelitie by mer alreadie deliucred are ſuch, 
as in this place J hold mcete to be purſued, Foz howbcitthe ſeruice 
of our Secretorie is pꝛoperly by it ſelfe with all aflurance tobe tari⸗ 
ed, yTt doe wee not place him in ſo meane a degree as that by cozs 
ruption of coine. hee nu ght bee held fo2 diltruſted no2 ou the other 
ſide would we haue him of iudgement ſo diſfurniſhed, but that tou⸗ 
thing the diffcrence ol counlels oz tender ol his life, he ſhould make 
a deccrument. 

In this Boy voluntarily as hee did, in the very weakenelle 
of his peares, to ſceke by death his Maiſters ſafegarde,, was no 
doubt a thing woozthily to bee admired. But in manifeſtation 
of ſo great loue, and teſtimonte of ſoloyoll affection „ had hee 
bene by peares moꝛe enabled, it u ould haue beene thought very 
fondly of to haue done it, without thereby his Maiſters death 
might haue ber ne reuenged, oz his life pꝛeſerued: Els to what end 
is Fidelitic applied, o; what vie at all in reckoning , *

Bydiſcretion to ilterne, by vertue to iudge, and by wildome to 
reſolue, how and which way the efficacic and allurance of all cruſt 
and ſidelitie onght to be caried, is a thing \meteft in all reputation 
pzincipally to be obſerued. Yow can there otherwiſe appeare any 
wozthineſſe, if affections ſozt to bee cquall, oꝛ what diſtuiquiſh⸗ 
ment may there bee of ſpirits when mens iudg ementes arecom- 


mon. 
George Caſtrioth, ſurnamed Scanderbeg, the terrovr while hee 
lined, and onely man able to confound the Turkiſh fozces, during 
his infancie, hauing bin trained bp with Amurath father to Ma- 
homer the ſecond Emperour of the Turkes (fo2 that in the con⸗ 
queſt of Epirus by theſame Amurath, the father of Scanderbeg, bes 
ing llaine, and his Signory ſubdued vnto the Turke, her was then 
with others led away into Turky a captine.) When her arriued 
to manlp peares, and ſerued with great foztune and valour the 
ſayde Amurath in his warres : it happened that being in one great 
battell as generall of the Turkiſh Arnie againſt the Chriſtians, 
and fighting againſt Hungarie, a remozſe of conſcience tooke 
him, in that hee being the ſonne ofa Chriſtian Pzince, pzofeſſed 
in Chutttanitie, and bowed to God, ſhoulde ſo wickedly become 
the conſuſton of his bꝛethꝛen, and war againſt Chriſt and his king- 
dome. 

And albeit he was neuer vntoꝛtunate in any fight, and at that 
time likelieſt ot all other to attaine the vidoꝛy, yet regarding the 
tate and maner of the conqueſt, he faintinaly withdꝛe ww, and with 
great diſcouragement vnto his people, gaue power vnto the ene⸗ 
mie to be at that time a conquerour. Which done, himſelle with a 
few cheife and pꝛintipall perſons his aſſociates, tooke themſelues 
together in flight. 

Inthiscompany, was a noble Gentleman, wiſe in behaulour, 
faithfull in coumſell, and ſecret in truſt, at that time Secretorie 
and of coumſell to the great Turke. The place of their reſidence 
ſerning wellto the purpoſe, him Scanderbeg ( beingof the others 
aſſured) toke onely in hand to acquaint with his enterpꝛize. And 
fo:aſmnch as his credence with the fapde Amurath was ſach, as 
in the repoſe of his troth, reſted both Signet, and warrant ſuffici- 
ent, to put foʒ warde whatſoeuer direction oz commaund in anie 
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the Twkifh ſignories, bpon paime of death to be obeyed, Scanderbeg 
declaring his weariſomneſle of captinitie and ſeruage, de ſire to vi⸗ 
ute his kingdome, and liking after that to lius at liberty a chriſtian 
and there withall ho lw otten the Turke had — to reſtoʒe him 
and pet fill bꝛake with him, emoynedthe Secretorie to waite lets 
ters of command in the Turkes name, to the Deputie 02 rulers of 
bis fat\ers kingdome, that as their lawfull Pztncc and goucrnour 
they ſhould then at that inſtant without moze delay reccine him, 
and thence'ozth renounce and put ſtom them their wont:dcharge 
and authoꝛitie. - 

Andalveit the power of Scanderbeg wasin that place oreat, 
and the Secretorie nothing nuſdoubted at all hisreſolution,s theres 
foze fearcdto much to contradict him in the ſame, knowing alſo 
that if he aſſentedto that demaund, hauing pet liber tie to depart, he 
m aht timely inough aduertize the Turke to the pꝛeuention: vet v- 
ſed he neuer theleſſe ſo many ett dual ſpaches as ſoꝛ the pꝛeſent he 
could, to diſſwade him: which not pꝛeuayling, hee aſſented ot laſt 
foz feare, and mote as he requii ed him. 

Che Letters oꝛderly ſignt dandſealed, as to the impoꝛtante 
belonged, Scanderbeg knowing the great wiſedome,fidelity and 
counſcilof the Secretorie, thought it nowe a matter of no ſmall 
woꝛth, it by any facility hee could win him alſo vnto his company, 
to paſſc in the ſame tourny,o2 otherwiſe i her retuſed, then deemed 
he fit that he ſhould not returnealiue, to carty newes to the Turke 
of his determined tourney , And thcrefaze firſt with as many 
kinde entreaties and offers of all honour , fauour , eſtimate, and 
aduancement that could be, he aſſapledhim, hee pzopoſed clſo the 
expectation of his owne foꝛtune, valour, power and ſtrength of the 
euerliung God whom hee ſerued, that was able to defende them, 
and all poſſible meancs that other wiſe coulde bee deviſed to moue 
him. But none of theſc in fine pꝛeuailing, hee lady ſet beſoꝛe his 
eye, that vpon ſuch refuſall, hee foz his owne beſt aſſurance moſt 
be cnfo2cedto hill him. 

Which moner of ſpeech, alzeit moaned in the Secretorie diners 
alterations, yet cheſe he as the molt honeſteſt part, no wapcs to 
defraude the truſt in him repoſed , eſpecially by aſiſfence in his 
otone perſon thereunto giuen. And ſeeing he could by no meanes 
eſcape with life , aduiſed ſuddenly rather to die in the handes of 
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— — alreadie done, then in ſo manifeſt an 
action ot dillopalty, to be found a pztncipall actoz of treaſon againſt 
his Loꝛd and maiſter. | 

Great is the linke of Vertue whereby the mindes of men ſin- 
gular are many wates bound, neither falleth it out in thoſe of weak 
ſpirit and capacity to become partakers of the pzaple due vm o fo 
high and honoꝛed extellencie. To men baſely conceited, there is 
neither reſpec of troth,loue,honoz, duty, oz other matter whatſoe⸗ 
uer, whereby to dꝛawe them from a ſenſuall appetite 02 carnall de- 
ſire of their owneliuing,ſafetisand commodity : But to thoſe who 
are the ſwone ſchollers to vertue, to whom true glozy is of pꝛice, 
who ſoly haue iu eſl imats to make choyce of thinges woꝛthy: In 
theſe it ſozteth to be a ſhame, what others reckon fo2 laud: to them 
a pꝛeiudice, what many hold fo2 game, they contemning by a ſole 
vertue anddiſcreete choyce of the mind, what is beſides 02 leſſe then 
that which accozdeth to the true honoz and reputation of well de⸗ 
ſeruing, cannot content themſelucs to line where their credit dieth 
deſpiſe wealth, where honour is to be purſued, neglect reputation, 
where lopaltie is not entertayned, and expect no fidelitie where 
conſequently the effects of an honeſt and woozthy minde, are not 
pzincipallp tobe caried. 

As then, by what vie ſoeuer applied, J do in al things commend 
Fidelitie and Truſt to be perfozmed where by diſtriu neſſe it is cha⸗ 
lenged: ſo nowe doe Jin the carriage of this our Secretorie, ſoꝛt 
him fo:th pꝛoperly from the reſidue by a difference, foz where in 
perſons of leſſe conceite, and lower reſpect, ſome vſages are com- 
mendable, in him they are to be pꝛeſumed, as no wayes to be doub- 
ted of: neither is it to be expected, Þ the mould of ſuch a one ſhould 
be ſoſubiec toimperfections,as that in common and meane actions 
hee ſhoulde thinke to bee pzayſed : ſer ing that where any beach of 
thoſe parts in men lower conceyted might bee found, it woulde in 
them be held as in compariſon a thing no moze then might be doub- 
ted, but in him would it turne to a moſt vituperable baſenes with 
ſuch intendments to be ſpotted. 

And as A thus ſequeſter him from the o:dinary vſage of what 
held to be liked, ſo doe A againe dꝛawe in him a ſpectall choyce, of 
things high, and wozthte beſeeming, aboue others (leſſe conſide⸗ 
rate) in all things to bee carried, and wherein the ſumnme of his fi- 
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delitie ſhall onelie bee required. Foz ſeeing that by reaſon ofthe 
place wherein hee tandeth of imployment, by rcaſon of his ſup 
poſcd education, birth, qualitie, oz other decernment, by reaſcn of 
the waight, moze then ol common truff, in him diuerfly impoſed, 
hee ſermeth to bee a man euerie wap pꝛopoꝛtionate to a farre other 
endandpurp-ſe, then of euerie ozdinarie attendant is commonlie 
required, it muſt needs then ber of ſuch a one comectured, that by far 
greater skill and meaſure he be in cueryof his anionsdemeaned, that 
with much greater modeſtie, care, reſpec, conſideration and inte - 
gritte, hee doe by ſuch meanes temper all his out ward and n ward 
behaulours, and judge ments, as being himſelfe in reputation a 
Gentleman, andconuerſing among ſuch as haue diſcretion to 
deeme of a Gentleman, he map leaſt of all bee touched with ame 
thing, that leſſeneth oz illbeſe&meth ante part of that, which pꝛinci 
pallie map appertaine to a Gentleman. 

And whereas in anie other attendant it is a matter pꝛaiſe woꝛ⸗ 
thic, to bee beautified 02 aduanced by ſome one oʒother ſpetiall ver- 
tue oʒ qualitie, in him it is of nete ſlitie, who by how much the mo2e 
neercr her is in frequentation of anie honozable place oʒ calling, by 
ſo much the moze ner defull is it, that hee be accozdinglie ſurmiſhed 
where with in ſemlie and laudable ſozt, to enter and appzoch the 
ſame. Aud as in the ſeruite of euery one whatſocuer , it is ſpecially 
required to be endued with all parts of ducifull attendance and loy 
altie: ſo is it foz him toexcell, and ber different,becauſe in his im⸗ 
plopment, truſt andotherwiſe, there is exaded at his handes a far 
greater ſcope and efficacie, then therewith anie other ſemeth to 
be charged by ante p2opoztton oz qualitie. 

By this meaſure nowe of Fidelitie, truſt oz loyall credit of a ſer 
uant, in which place our Secretorie. as you ſe Uandeth bounden 
by the firſt degree of his ſcruice, it maie ſecondlie bee coniecured, 
in whatreſpcaiue eſtate he ought fo2 the reſidue of that which to 
his attendance appertaineth, ber accounteda Friend, The li- 
nuts of Fricndilup( as it might be obicded) are ſtreight, and 
there can ber no Friend where an incqualitie remaineth. Twirt 
the partie tommaunded and lum that commaundeth, there is no 
ſocictic, and therefoze no Friendſhip where reſteth a Superio 
ritie. But J ſay and affirme, that it it bee true, that the ſunmme 
of all Friendſhip taketh his oziginall of loue, and that the true de

monſtraticn ofloue groweth by aſympathie of affections, of which 
affections Vertue is ſaydto bethe whole and ſimple ground, thenmap 
this ſymparhic ofaffections ſo groun”edoa vercue as afo2ſat>,be tur- 
ned into loue, notwithſtanving the inequality ol eſtate oꝛ con: ition 
whereby a man vertuouſlie diſpoſed, heeuig ſeruant to ſuch a one 
who is honourablie inclined, map in that place of ſcruice in which 
be continueth, bee reputed in pꝛoceſſe of time to become as a friend 

But if wee ſhall goe to the true veſinition of friendſhip, you 
will then ſaie, that this frtendſhippe ſo called and reputed among 
men, as it is a {ympathuc of affections firmelie vaitedto7ither , ſo 
is it ſuch a vnitung, as wherein what the one conetcth, the other 
deſireth, in reſpect whereof woꝛlds and life, and all are not deſirable, 
but deſpiſed, J would not here ber taken, that of any ſozts of people 
that run into all oꝛ a munber of theſe like effects, without excep⸗ 
tion of qualitie, I intend, that they thcrefoze were alſo to beare the 
name of tricnds,, foz ſo men vtterly vicious andlewdlp giuen, tcen⸗ 
ſozting in wickednes, and other baſe exerciſes, in which each ſpen- 
deth his life, oꝛ deſperatlie dieth one foz an ther, might be reputed 
as triends, J haue no ſuch meaning, no2 is my intent herein to ſq 
generall a purpoſe. But ſpeaking of friendilup, J onelp deale with 
ſuch, whoſe actions and ſincere deũres haue in vertue higheſt pꝛehe 
minence, ſoꝛ theſe, not by aduen'ure, but by a deliberate counſell 
and choyſe regard ſpectallic had, of thing3z valuable and wozthy,vo 
accompliſh their aſtcas by a moſt honourable prrpole, 

To this then J anſwer, that if the wright of friendſhip,fs 
conſiſtethin a ſimpatlue of affection, vniting of he:rts, coucting and 
thers good, and deſpiſing all that mate be gatned, in reſpec ofthe 
partie befriend:d : why mate rot our Secretorie as well 88 anic 
other merit ncuerthcleſſe in this place of ſcruice at the handes of 
bis L. o2 maſter, the name of a Friend? Why ſhould he not toctein 
aſwell as anie other haue that power in him planted, whereby to 
become a Friend? Touching the equalitie of affections, though it 
is ſtill laid dane that therein ounht to bee no differente, and the com 
mander andthe comm inded, doe pet alwaits make a diſcoꝛdance: 
J maie neuertheleſſe thus much deliuer thereof , that by all com 
mon likelihood it is aſſaredlic tobe conicaurecd, that no one perſo- 
nage of eſfate, laieth choice vpon ſuch a one to ſerneſo ne&re about 
him, and to be in place ofſo great truſt as appertaincth to a man 
of 
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ofthat reckoning, but ere hee long haue vſedhim, he bindethb nfo 
him at leaſt ſome god part of his affenion, Foz howe can it other 
wile dee thought, but that our Secretorie beeing one euerie way ſo 
waightilie to ber imployed as hee is, partaking as he doth with ſo 
manmte cauſes of (mp;ztance, and vndiſcouered ſecrets and coun- 
ſels, ſanding as hee muſt vpon ſo niere attendance, as hee that 
is almoſt ( ag occaſion ſerueth)euerie minute ofan honre to be vled 
but chat to his L. o Maiſter, hee muſt of neceſſicie bee verpchary, 
and at the lcaſt wiſemoze particularuie then many others, by a 
great deale to bee bcloned. 

Hee then thus finding in ſo noble a place,ſo honcurable an 
account, our Secretorie being as hee ounht to bet, a man of vertue,+ 
worth, cannot choſe on the other ſide, but frame his vtmolt thoughts 
cozreſpondent in all :hings to thoſe particular favours, his con- 
uerſing, his neereneſſe and attendance, turneth then to an affecti- 
on, and this heated by the dail e encreaſe of his Loꝛd oꝛ maiſters 
liking towardes him, groweth thence toa feruencie, and ſo each 
vertue kindled by the others Grace maketh at laſt a contunctien, 
which by the multitude of fanours riling from the one, anda thank 
full compenſation alwayes pꝛocured in the other, groweth in the 
end to aſympathic vnſcparable, andthereby by all intendment eon- 
cluteth a moſt perfect vniting. = 

Panutius, thefatthfull Secretoric andcounſellour to the great 
Emperour and Pliloſopher ſurnamed Aurelius, fo2 the high wiſ- 
dome ſidelitie, and counſell by him in all his ſeruices continued 
towards the Pꝛince during his life time, andeuen to the verie en 
trance of his graue, deſerued befozemany others, ( ſecrete alſo in 
aduice to the ſald Emperour ) to bee termed and called by the name 
ofa friend. Inſomuch as hee onelie daringto (peake plainlie, what 
in others iudgements might ſceme to be offenſine,and to perſwade 
faithfullie, what hee ſaw moſt agrteing tothe pꝛeſent extttmitie 
made the Emperoar pzonounce himlelfe foztunate, to haue nou⸗ 
riſhedone ſo diſcrrete in his Pallace,and moſt bleſſed of all, in that 
when each fuled hem in his dying, hee onely was foundaſſured vn 
to him among all that were lunng. 

In this kriendlte knot ot᷑ loue, and that ofſernile tom maund, 
remainethamoſt notable difference, eſpeciallie fo2 t is matter of 


ctruſt and fidelitie, required in ſeruice, foz, quem metuunt ode runs 
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whom men feare they hate: well maythey foz faſhions lake pleaſe, 
but this ſound kinde of affection is often far from their thonght, 
And pet that there may be an awed reuerence, aſwell in lode as 
in feare, who doubteth it, pea and that rather far moze e ured and 
efſecuall then the other. Foz where this grounded Loue by ver- 
tue once ſtaicth confirmed, the humilitie and gentleneſſe of the 
minde is it tmmediatlie that afterwards directeth the thoughtes, 
wee then doe gladlie honour the moze, by howe much the willinger 
wee deſire to ſerue,andmoze firmelie obcie, by home much the moze 
entirclie wee ſtands to bee fanozed. This friendlie Fidelitie, not v3 
ged oz conſtrained by ſoueraign command, but of a zeale to wel- 
doing voluntarily embꝛated, lcadeth the reputation and eflimate 
of cur Secretory to bee tetetued as a friend. 

As of Fidcliry,beſides Credit of counſell and riches chere 
are ſumdꝛie other bzanches,anddiuers deſerucd partes that ſeriouſly 
may be commended, lo axe there of Fricndihip, Che aſſociation 
of both twaine , combineth and knitteth together all other per⸗ 
fcctions. CUbich granted, vndoubtedle muſt the partie frequenting 

— — bee a perſon of right ſpe- 
commendation, of le vertue, andof noted diſcreti⸗ 
on. Fo; that in doing ſeruice to his Toꝛde 02 maiſter, it ſemeth a 
matter incident to his actumpt, and to the better effecting the 
name of a friend, that in cauſes v;gent and nedfull, he ber not vn 
purueyed in hwowne perſon, wherewith diſcreetlie , as occaſion 
ſeructh,both to adutſe and counſell(the very efficicnt matter where⸗ 
in his enabled diſcretion may with greateſt ſingularitie bee per⸗ 
koꝛmed the aſſurance whereof, by credit of moſt memoꝛable anti- 
quit ies, hath not onclie framed that ofloyall ſeruantes, ſuch haue 
bin entertain:d asfaithfull friendes, but alſo hath not beene len- 
der occaſion manie times, to the pzeuention cf ſundzie vehement 
end dangerous miſchiefe r. 

To accompanie the troubles, muſeries, calamities and infoz 
tunities of hum to whome we are this waics, 02 that waies in our 
ſeruice linked oꝛ beholding 02 to beare wſllinglie, and with a (if 
ferable mind fo2 hisfake, whatſoencr in declaration of our vertue 
ſeemeth to an honeſt diſpoſition, to bee either incident oz appertai 
ning, no man verilydenteth , butthatthey are aſſured andnotable, 
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that : the pꝛoperty and excellencie of this vertne is not therefoze 
alwapcs in that one ont ly ſo2t to ber cated, neither with the grea- 
teſt eſtimate and commendation that thercunto is appzopztate, is 
the wozthincſle hcriof wholly to be commended, 

To p2cuent miſcheifs ſometimes,and by a waric fozcſight and 
care had of the honoz and reputationof our commaunder , to fence 
e nade be) the ſame by a politicke deuiſe, without pzciudice, frem 
any teuch of diſgrace 02 diſhondur, to di wade 92 dehozt faithfully, 
from things impeaching oꝛ ofienſine to their eſtates o2ncbilitie to 
te ueele the hurt they know not, oz canſes impoztant wl.ereunto 
they are nothing pziup, to tounſaile dcuoyd of flattery, and to op · 
poſe the god that leaſt harmcth, and the euill that hath narc>t re- 
medp : thele things as in ther ſcuerall conſiderations,they can as 
ſuſficiently as any others declare a man to be endued, both with 
rare knowletrge, and right cxcelleut ver tue, ſo who doubteth, but 
that the moſt 1. nder al them all, weigheth as deepely as any other 
in cauſs of Fidelitie. And pct if any moze ſpetial liking in one thing 
then other be to be attributed, where commonly men doc ſæme ta 
haue generally ivel deſerucd, then of neccMty mult the ſame great 
ly rather enſue where euils moſt pzeiudicing are fozſcenc and auoi⸗ 
ded by politick wiſdome,then where vuſaillully they are entred in 
to, carying in their boſomes, either extreame hazard oz incuitable

Much is the fel icitie chat the maiſter oꝛ Loe receiveth tuer⸗ 
moꝛe of ſuch a ſeruant, in the chary affection a dregard of whom 
affping h mſe lit afluredly, he findeth he is not alone a commann- 
der ofhis outward actions, but the diſpoſer ofyis very thoughts, yea 
be ia the Soueratane of all his deſires, in whoſc bofome he hcldeth 
the repoſe of his ſafety to be far moꝛe pzecions, then either eſtate, 
living, o2 aduantem nt, whereo! men carthly mu. ded are foz the 
molt xartdclirous. | 

Df all the abuſes that hane beene 02 at this day remaincth in 
the attendance ol honoꝛable perſonages, there is no cuill ſo ſecret 
w peraritions, as is the venome of flattery , the couert ſeating 
whereof, in men ol all ages, humozs, qual ties and con plexiona, 
hath fo2 the moſt part taken ſo vehement and der pe impzeſſion, as 
it ſemeth almoſt trrecrp table in the greateſt ſoztes and nrm- 
bers of perſons to be anoyded, 126 dainty — 
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back is ſmuth, the entrance plealing, the pꝛogreſſion lubtill, th e 
continuance fozctble , but the ende falleth ont euermoze to bee de⸗ 
ceitfull, 
Men infected with this kinde of ſcurrility, and baſeneſſe ofton⸗ 
dition, being in pꝛoper deſignments Curri- fauors of the wozld, it is 
no maruell if hauing in common requcſt, al ſhe weg polu le of grafs 
fed and ſound demeanours, they ſlide many times into the opiniõs 
of the moſt notable and woꝛthieſt, foz they haue learned by art to 
acquaint them. lues at the firſt with all ſoꝛts ofhumezs+ faſhions, 
and bet ing ol their owne diſpoſitions lo placable'asthry bee in all 
things, it is with them a maner of ſacruedge, to bee found llacke 
oz contrarious in any thing, Dicum: ſay they, Dico, atunt ? 4e. Fi- 
nally, reſoluing truſtily to deale no way, they deuiſe how it may 
be poſſible to frame themſelues cuery way. 

Theſe and ſuch as theſe impugning the platne and fimyle 
dꝛiſts of honeſt meaning, haue alwayes a face of bzaſſe, wherwtith 
to ſhoue fo: ward and to foꝛeſtall what by the ſhainefaſt entend⸗ 
ment of any other, ſœmeth baſhfully to bee purſued, they are fill 
p:efſng on, and euermoꝛe ſliding, but it they once get handfaſt, oz 
happily be after ſtrained from the hope of that they would , their 
loue then and attendance immediatly thereupon die at one inſtant 
togethers. 

Iniurtous mee ſeemeth and to to perillous is the appzoaching 
of theſe pꝛiuate whiſperers, whoſe in ward conuerſation, astn the 
verie firſt conceit and diſcoueric thereof, it appcareth vnto a man 
vertuouſly giuen, to be altogether odions, ſo vnto him that inten⸗ 
deth purely of himfelte, they are in the ſeruices of Noble men e⸗ 
ucrmo2e moſt thwarting and malicious, inſomuch as if ſuch a one 
ſta yed with honeſtie, would neuer ſo faithfully, ſunply and true- 
ly endeuour himſelſe by all parts of dut ifull tare and lopalty , her 
ſhall yet neuer want of thoſe pernerle creepers, that by one caute- 
lous ſuppoſe 02 other, wil ſtill be betoꝛc hand, uhe r with if it be poſs 
ſible to diſgrate him vtter ly. 

That theſ: and ſuch other actions of bility, commonly hand⸗ 
led as they are in honoꝛable places, do become oftentuncs barres 
to god meaning. and ſtumbling blockes to plane dea'ing , there 
nerdeth (as J thinke) at this pꝛeſent very ſmall queſtion , Net- 
ther would J be ſo miſled, as to dæme that there wantcth _ 
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inſight oꝛ iudgment in many noble perſonages fo diſcerne them, 
foz they are diſcerned, 2ndoftentunesſpurnedat,” I know it right 
well, but what ol that? This beeing alſo a common p2actiſe and 
occupation of the woꝛlde, ſmathly to flide thꝛough all things and 
to meane truely in nothing, it is no maruell it by the to double dili- 
gente ot ſuch men, ſome one oz other happen now and then to bee 
det eiued. 

But foꝛ omuch as it is of neceſſitie that euer honoꝛable eſtate 
muſt and ought to be lerued and that where a multitude good 
are in attendante, there en ueth commõly to be ameng them ſome 
few that are euill, either ot an annered pꝛopinquitie oꝛ oppoſition 
of god and bad, vertue and vice, emlat ing oz rather enuying as 
we ſe& the daply pꝛogreſſion each of the other, oꝛ elſe foꝛ that the 
woꝛld ſomething addicted to peruerſe manners, ſendeth fozth eften 
times ſuch imps of her ſubſtance, as become monſtrous diſlur bers 
of euery honeſt ende uoꝛ. It ſhall not withſl anding behcoue him 
whatſocuer, whoſe end and erpe dat on rt tehethj to the ſole de⸗ 
ſert, that ot᷑ encry laudable pur poſeis rightly to be attained, cither 
in abſtaining from any occaſion of blt miſh to his ver tue that may 
happen , to reſolue with himſelfe neuer to ſerue at all, oꝛ ſeruing. 
at the leaft wiſe fo to arme his conceiptes foz2 all mancrof ſuch like 
dilgrates as that hee may content himſelfe in that beeing but 
truely cenſured as hee ought, the ende ofhis determinations are 
certainely to bet adiudged honeſt , albeit his ill hap perchancs 
ſach, as ther eby he attaine neither liking noꝛ pꝛeferment 02 if ei⸗ 
ther he ſtand in pꝛeſent, oꝛ be in pollibility to attainetauoꝛ, then not 
to be diſcouraged in the honeſt pꝛoſequntion ther col, by any pꝛactile 
oꝛ ennie whatſocuer, reſi ing in himſelfe firmely aſſured, that time 
oz the true diſcernment ol him whom hee ſeructh , ſhall at length 
pelve ſcope to that, whcreunto hy true degrees of vertuc he ſought 
to haue aſptred. 8 

And ſering that in all couſts ot zeale and leue, where the minde 
is tied by an entire deſire and care of well doing, ts him whoms 
once in conceipt it ſermeth to growe chary ouer, the foꝛte thereof 
ſeldome oꝛ neuer paſſeth lightly at the firſt, withont ſe me blocke 
oꝛ other layd bel ꝛe it, whereby to hinder oꝛ diſcourage the pꝛocer - 
dings alrt ade determined, and that fo fürre foꝛth as one while a 
man ſuproũingthe fivelifie ol his ſeruite might at a n kully 
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effected and diſcharged in the requiſite delinery of ſome pꝛeſent 
ad uiſe andcounlell, vet terrifi-dperchance, 02 other wiſe diſlwaded 
with the rcfolution, mightmeſſe, oz nobility of his L. 62 Hailer, 

o: fearing tobe argued of pzeſumption , 02 elle in letting done 
the deſire he hath of ſafegard vnkundly to bee miſtaken, It ſhall 
nat theref.2e bee conſonant to this our Secretories place of ſetuite 
tyzercupon immediatly to become Ment , oz ſo to ſuffer the euill 
which htmſelfe clearly ſeth, topaſſe vnregard d, eſpecially when 
the calc is either weightie, oꝛ neercly otherwiſe concerncth his 
no bilitie whom he ſeructh, fo2 ſo ſhould he by a kind of Puſillani- 
mitie, become guiltie of the verte occafion , how great ſocuer the 
ſame ſhould happen, which ſometimcs lying in his credit oz cotm⸗ 
ſell, to haue impugned, he of a weake diſpoſition abſtami d neuer- 
theleſle to ſe pꝛeuented. And pctis it net ( na des mult J ſap any 
conf: fe) a matter altogether vntricd , that men baineglsziouſlie 
mind d, 02 arregantiy otherwiſe intending cf their owne p2oper 
ſernices, notoziouſly ofteatimes do fall into this vaine of pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion, who pzickedon with the credit and fauour to giuen by 
their L. oꝛ aiſter, and foliſhly conceiuing thereof to tead their 
thoughts in a ſtring, doe ignozantly oz peeutſhly thereupon , take 
in hande many times ta direct them in their ſerious affaires 02 
counſels, and controlling in their in ward thoughts whatſocuer is 
beſides 02 tontrarying to their owne opinions, dot of ſetuants be⸗ 
come: ſaucie: of men modeff,mal.apert : of duilers, arrogant: and 
conſequently , running into every miſpziſion of others, and 
what elle apperfaining to a regarde of other mens actions , aps 
peare at length ſo imperious, as by the ſole default of their owne 
1 at the laſt quite fozth by the cl- 

wes. 

The defect hereof, ſo far diſcrepant as it is, from that ſteadie 
kind ol gouernment hereby thꝛoughout concluded vpon , nedeth 
not J thinke in the framina ol this our Secretorie, to be anp ſur⸗ 
ther foꝛe warned, who by ſhaking from his oivne perſon any part 
of the vilttics that in others map ſeeme cheiflp to bee diſcommen- 
ded, is herein to be aſcertained, that in nothing fo greatly can the 
excellent vertue oz condition of any man ſhine, then in rot firſt 
committing any action that may appeare vile, oꝛ hardly to bee 
bozne withall, and next in ſuppzeſſing ſo much as in him is,what- 
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ſoeuer commendation oz hiking dulte to bee arncxed to his o ne 
pzoper deſeruing, wherein humilny freedcficm all mencr of baſe 
— hall then ſuſticientlie infiruc him, that cur 
reſie is a vertue lowlineſle a thing anncx#d vnto gentility, to ber, 
proud is a vice, to bee c afilthines, ſimplicity is ſound 
deceipt to bee abhozred ,Loyalry a matter in eſtimation, Flatery 
to bee held abhommable. J will not here diſpute how much excels 
leut and needfull it were vnto their eſtates, that the ne ereſt atten 
dance of honourable » Whcre with menofſuch vertne 
and knowledgein this ſoꝛt frequented, neither carping at ſundzy 
enozmities, would thereby deuiſe „ to dzaw tozth vnto youg 
man vamatchable in qualitie, and whereof the wozld oz anie heaven 
beſides, ſcarce peeldeth either ſhadow oz pꝛopertie, but pzopoſing 
the wozthieſt partes, which of euer te one abſolme lie are fitteſt to 
bee acquired, Jdoe anely endenour to late dou ne no other matter 
02 ground, then wherewith men that be ſpectall are at this date helde 
to bee endued, and ſuch as in all ages herctofoze haue bene thought 
meeteſt tobe followed. 
hat ſhould Jlade this diſcourſe with numbꝛed cxar ples vn 
fo you of the eſtimate and regard of thoſe, u ho to keeptheir 
_ faiths to their Lozdes, haue ſeme of them beenc ſo iea⸗ 
lous of their honours, as foz the ſafegard thereof, haue by great 
aduilement made a voluntarie atuenture of their deareſt lines 
' ome againe with great lone and fatour, entertainedandreputed 
of by their Lozdes, and not able in their ſernice as they thought 
—— their life times ſufficicnely to tompenſe the loue and eſpe 
tiall — they beare vnto their Nonours, haue afterwards vnto 
their childzen being in great diſgrace wi h the ſtate pzeſent , ſg 
fullp effected the fruits of their welwiſhino, as that by the ten⸗ 
det accompt, reuerence and lopaltie tothem pꝛopoſet, they hcue right 
well declared that not vnto times alone of eſtate and foʒtune, when 
litle regard of ſuch things nught bee at their hands expected, their 
bertnes haue beene limited, but chieflie in extremitie and times of 
want wherein their ſund ie fruitions, haue bin in moſt aboundant 
maner ſupplicd. Others l.kewile charged on the death bed with 
the ſecret aftaires ofthcir L. to be kept in ſpectall care andrecko 
uing from the knowledge of other men, could not by multitudes 
of fauozs, by thꝛtatnings, o; other large offers . 
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ſofarre ſeduced, (as when the dead was quite paſſed and gone out 
of the wozld, whereby they needed not at all to haue doubted)they 
would pet bee led inthe leaſt tote of all, to defraud the truſtin them 
repoſed , but haue kept the ſame inuiolable ta their vndoubted 
commendation, and further increaſe afte:wardof good liking to 
a lar greater credit. 

Infinite are the remembꝛances thatof theſe, and ſuch like oc 
caſions are and haue beene dailie recoꝛded, the multitude whercof 
fo bꝛeuity J doe omit, Contenting wp ſelfe that of cheſe t wo chiefe 
and p2ztneipall matters of ſeruice, J haue thus far foozth already 
in generalitie debated, le:ving thereſoze what els to bee conũde⸗ 
red therein to the know ability of others, J pꝛoceede vnto the nert 
part that in the continuance of this diſcourſe was at the firſt in 
tended. And fo:ſomuch as the exerciſe of theſe and ſuch like pecu 
liar vertues end qualities, appertaineth not, as J haue partly be- 
foze deliuered, vnto men that are of meane ſpirit, ts ſuch as bee 
naturallie touched with anie bad oz ville coercement, capacities 
that bee inſenſible oꝛ ignoꝛante, ſuch as haue wantofedacation, oz 
whoſe demearozs are to vertue wholie inſufficient Let vs chen 
moze particularlie it pee willſee what manera one hee ought to be 
touching his perſon, habilitic, and condition, that to the woꝛ⸗ 
thines and reputation hereof ſeemeth a man meeteſt and moſt al⸗ 
lowable to be choſen a Secretory 

Foz the delinerie thereof, and the better to finde our Secretory 
as neere as either may be geſſed, 02 framed, ſuch and none other 
in deed, as infrueandperf:> meaning hee ought to dee reputed 
wee will diſtinguiſh the ſeuerall conſiderations ond riſpcctes of 
ſuch a one, in thzee ſpeciallpoints ſo2ting to his office, ſolie andful- 
lie tn this place to be conſidered, 

The firſt ſhalbe of the perſon, teuching his education oz being 
the ſecond ol his converſation and oꝛder of liuing . the thirde of 
his ſufficiencic, byſarll, knowledge, and abilitie wherewith to 
diſcharge the place of his calling. Fo2merlie then touching ide re⸗ 
gard of his perſon, it is requiſi:e, that hee bee deſcended oc honeſt 
familie oꝛ parents, the efficacte whereof contuceth not a little to 
the contecture of a ſound and honeſt condition: that hee haue alſo 
had gaod education, whereby the minde well d ſyoſed is olten⸗ 
times framed to verie gaod purpoſe. That he be of ſhape and toun⸗ 
tenance 
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fenance pꝛopoꝛtionable to thoſe required vertucs, fozſomuch as 
commonip enſueth, that Nature in pzoducing of all her creatures 
wo:keth in them effras anſwerable to their ſeuerall conſtituti 
ons, as toflowers ot moſt ex quiſit pzopoztion,ſheegtneth the moſt 
extellent ſauour: the dog is not ſhaped like the lion, noz the curre 
as the Spantecll? the Kennet tre is not as the Crabbe ſlocke, the 
one bearing an Apple, wholeſome, delicate and pleaſing, when it 
commeth to bee taſted : the other puff nx foozth of the knurres,no0o 
ther then the ſappe of Ueriupce when the beſt of it is inioved. 

By the countenance wee doe further iudge of the qualities 
anddiſpoſlonof men, inſomuch as the very markes of fauour 
bane net to many iudgements pꝛoued weake diſcouerers ot ſome 
peoples god 02 vntowarde conditions, wee haue likewiſe in eui⸗ 
dent teſtimonte, that ill diſpoſed nature confirmed by] cuſtom, ſel · 
dome degenerates from the kind, either whence it is ſpꝛung, oz 
wherein it hath lon z time bane nouriſhed. 

To mankind there happencth in the bodie manie defoꝛmities 
which ari{ng from the delca of Nature, ſo much as by ill vſage 
of thoſe, who haue had charge ouer them, cannot bec amended, 
but being pꝛoduted by Nature, do pꝛote nd ſome one oz other not able 
inconueni nce. To beavtifie ſich a ſhape with vertuous and ho 
noured actions, is vudoubt edlie p;apſe wozthie, but to accozd vnto 
faire lineaments,poztraied with exquiſite and daintie fauour, a 
mind coꝛrupt, baſe, wꝛetched and vile, that of all others is the moſt 
greateſt and noted defozmitte. 

Diogenes being of one paſſing by, rebukedof his pꝛepoſte⸗ 
rous ſhape, aud hard kinoe of fauour, anſwered, Iwith my ver- 
wes doe orniſie my ſhape, but thou wich thy lewdneſle diſgraceſt thy 
fauour. 

Touching the iudgement of nature by the out ward ate, many 
thinges might be alledgeo t at diuerſl e haue beene diſcerned, the 
matter whereof neeting ſmall pzofe,moze then our owne common 
exp:ricnce, I ſurceaſs to debate vpon, ſteing mp meaning is, but 
out ofſundue apparances to dzawe fozth the greateſt likelthoode, 
and thence to repoſe a foundation conſonant tothe module 02 com- 
paſſe of th's my p2cſent intendment. Dnelp let this be laid down 
fo: acertaine, that the fineſt ware recciueth the faireſt figure, and 
pureſt metall the bztzhteſt colour, the damaſke Roſe 9 the 

warteſt 
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ſweeteſt (auour, and the moſt pliable part of vertue, is by greateſt 
obſeruance planted in the moſt p2opoztionate feature, 

This being then ſufficiently ſpoken of the perſon, let vs now go 
to the Conuerlation. The Conuerſation ſeemeth vnto mee tn thꝛe 
points, oi ſpeciall notes to bee conſidered: that is, in the Qualidie, 
Diſpoixion and order of companie. Touching his Quaker, it is re 
quiſite, that firſt and aboue all other, her be a man ſcqueſtred from 
all kind of pꝛide, arrogantie oꝛ vaine conceiuing ol hunſelfe, for 
that the infedion of theſe, are ſteppes vnto all maner of diſo2der, 
contempt, malice, and pꝛeſumption whatſoencr . that he be not 
litigious in argument, as one vainelie gien to contend : that hee 
bee no oꝛdinarie ſcoffer , oz friuolous deluder ot other mens ſpeeches 
geſtures, reaſons, 02 conditions. that he ber no quar c ler, ic ſpca⸗ 
ker, pꝛiuy carper, ſlanderer, oz ſiniſter backbitter ol other mens 
anions, 02 lauda le indeuours : but contrarie hereunto, that he be 
inſvecch gentle, in geſture friendlie, in lokes famili r, in talke cout 
tcous, in argument not obſtinate, but giuing place to better ort- 
nions. that gladlie of euery one he doe ſuppoſe the bell, be rcadie to 
excuſe infirmities, and to ſalue imperfections, that in itall ing hee 
become not another Democritus, oz fncarpirg a Zoilous that his 
tongue. eye, and thoughts, be indifferentlie framed to iudge trulte 
and vnpartiallie of euerie one: that of all thinges hee abhozre 
pꝛiuate quarels, and open contentions, and as the rocks of Scylla 
doe eſchue of anie one abſente ſiniſterlie to ſpeake, oz otherwiſe 
to enfozme againſt them, fo2 that in theſe qualities and conditi 
ons p2oporiie, each one carietha decernment of that which neereſt 
appertaineth to a Gentelman. 

Now touching his diſpoſition, it is exacted at his hands, that 
hee bee not a man gluttonous, o2 that he be not ouer muchſubic to 
dꝛinking, foz dꝛunkennelle oucrcommeth the mind, dulleth the mc - 
mozic, enfeebleth the wits, maketh a man fo2getfull of himſelfe, the 
reputation hee beareth, andthe companie wherein he ſitteth. Wine 
ſaith 0a, is the diſcouerer of ſecrets, maheth a man ofen com- 
mit, thet which afterwardes turneth to his great pꝛeiudite in wine 
the regard of a mans ſelfe, and likewiſe all others vaniſhtth, the 
reſpect of his credite alſo and place wherein hee ſeructh:aman gi⸗ 
uen much to wine, hathno maiſterſe oucr himſelfe, and is not to 
bee truſted with matters that becimpoztant: a man talkatiue and 
one 
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one giuen to wine are both likened together in diſpoſition, fo2 in the 
one the ſtrength of the liquoꝛ infozccth to ſpeake what he ought not 
and in the other volubility ofthe tongue, giueth vtterance many 
times to what it ſhould not: Speech, ſayth the wiſe man, is a thing 
naturally giuen to euery man, but hee that oꝛdert th his wozdes by 
diſcretion, ſ&th the way to wiſcoome, 

This vertue of oꝛdʒing and keeping the tongue, is vnto our 
Secretorie not the leaſt of many other points where with hee ought 
eſpecially to be charged, in him that is diſpoſed to ſpeake much, it 
cannot but enſue that his often babbling mult nerdes at one time 
92other, giue p2ofe that hee hath in himſelfe as little ſecrecie as 
ſilence, To pꝛeuent this inconueniente, wiſe men haue oblerued 
in nature a moſt notable and ſingular pꝛouidence, who to the in- 
tent that men by her very inſtigation, might be commended to 
filence, hath giuen vs two eares to heare, and an attentiue con- 
ceite, whereby generally to debate and conſider ot all things, and 
but one mouth to ſpcake, giuing vs in teſtimonie thereby, that wee 
ought to heare much, to know much, to vnderſtand much, and to 
ſpeake but a little. Beſides, that the tongue whereby deliverance 
is made, ſh& hath firſt cloſedin withour teeth, and them couered 
againe with our lippes, ſoꝛt warning il ill thereby, that nothing 
ought thence to be diſcouered in haſt, not without eſpectall regarde 
and diſtrid obſeruante. Foz in this caſe alſo diſcrete Nature, af- 
ter we haue once recepued into our eares the ſound olan thing, ſhe 
thence pzeferreth it tmmmediatly vnto the minde,andthence to the 
heart to be cenſured 02 conſidered vpon:t laſt of all vnto the tongue 
to whoſe lot, as laſt of theſe it befallethto be partaker of it,ſo onght 
it fromthence carefully, and not without eſpectall cauſe to be deli- 


uered. 
The diuine Philoſopher fozeſceing in man, the manifolde diſ⸗ 
commodities oftentimes enſuing by laſenes of the tongue, where 
all others were teachers to ſpeake well, he only taught his ſcholers 
to ble lence, iudging thereby,that the vertue of the tongue conſi- 
ſted not ſoly in ſpeaking,but how oz by what occaſion to bie þ ſame, 
and vnderſtanding firſt how to reſtraine the thing, that ol it ſelfe 
was plyable pnough to bee vſed without meaſure}, they might ea⸗ 
ſflter finde meane afterward to ſpeake oftentimes to god purpoſe, 
and not to accuſtome themſelues as they did befoze, to pꝛattle 
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without oꝛder 02 any god 0z reaſonable parte belonging to dil- 
cretion. 

Foz this cauſe Silence, as the firſt gard of all affaires, beeing 
either ſecrete oꝛ impoztant, is (vnto men ſerioully occupied oꝛ im⸗ 
ployed in the ſame / dircaly to be commended, Which manner of 
Silence, as it fully inſtrumeth in caules ſex ious and of waight, to 
ſpeake nothing moꝛe then needeth, ſo conueieth it allo into the re⸗ 
ſidue of our behamours, a modeſt and choice kind of government, 
in all actions what ſoeuer, cither of queſtion oz argument, to bee 
with diſcretion purſued. 

How much it impozteth vnto our Secretorie, to haue notice 
of the true and perfect vle hereof, who aboue all others ought right 
ly to know and diſcerne,how, where when, what, and to whom he 
ought to ſpc ake, and whin and wherin, to be likewiſe ſllent : it may 
by the reaſons afozeſayd be ſuſliciently collected. No2 ought his 
ſpeach in troth to be ſoo2dinarte as other mens, who foz the moſt 
part limit themſelues neither to time, place octaſion, oʒ companic, 
the which in our Secretorie is, and onght to be farre otherwiſe. And 
as touching the aflaires, ſecrets oꝛ counſels committed to his charge 
It is in him pꝛincipally to aducrt and conſider that hee is but the 
cloſet, whereot᷑ another hath both the key, vle and tommandement 
that he ought therein to be a thicke plated dooze, where thꝛough 
without extraoꝛdinary violence no man map enter, but by the 
locke which is the tongue, and that to be of ſuch efficacie,as where 
of no counterfeit key ſhould be able to make a bꝛeach, without the 
ſelfe ſame inſtrument that by the directo2 thereof is alwayes to be 
caried. By reaſon whereof, hee is ot mere truſt and fidelitie in him 
repoſed, to became warie of his wayes, and to take the courſe need 
full, whereby the leaſt occaſion ofbzcach thereof map pꝛeciſely be 
auovded. 

Ouer and beſides all this, it ſhall further appertapne to the 
diſpoſition of this our Secretorie, that in ſhewing bimlelfe affable 
to all, he doe not either by reaſon of his birth, qualitie oz eſttmate 
that he hath ol his L. oz maiſfer , goe about to abuſe 02 w2elt the 
ſimplicitie of any one to a bad end oꝛ purpoſe, but rather enfoꝛte 
himſelle gladly to vnderſtande the ſuites of the meaneſt and to 
giue them ayde and furtherance to his vttermoſt : herein ſhall hee 
nota little aduance the honoz ofhis L. oꝛ maiſter in — 
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their owne pꝛoper inſtina very well giuen, are moze diſtredited 
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Office and place, calleth dim all together, on foxthe molt part to 
the handling of deepe and

dehooueth he there loꝛe to bee furruthed with —¾ 
aeco2dingl”, whereby the better to bs adiptcd, vnto the o2dinarre 
vſage andemploymenttheredf; Tokhis end it be be 
well lkudied, efpeciallie in the Larinc tongue.

ten mufing, duuenthereby into a melancholie paſſion, bymot.ons 
to fntemperat, happening vnto the mind: and finally,vpon ſin- 
dzie other inſtmas and occaſions, which Jceaſe ts remember, ell 
which beeing offenſive as they are, vnto the neteſſarie regarde of

It is not then learning alone ( as youſre)that is able to make 
a man meet to this kind o pꝛaaiſe and undo, but naturallte to be 
beſides endued hoth with wir, vnderſtanding, and memory. whete 
by to leade and conueit thoſe neceflarpeuents, that this place 
daily to bee frequented, and there with to haue like wiſe care 
regard, with modeſt and difcrect mancrs andbehanioursto pze⸗ 
ſcrue andkeepe the ſame fo:ces, wherebp he may be the mozerca 
dily pꝛouided (as I ſaide befoze) fo2 all times any Ne-

ſon, Birth, Education, Quality, Diſpofition, Conuerſation, and Abi

y2acile. To the execution of thts office, it is requſite the Sc excto· 
ne, bee loz the perfection of his hand, in the varietie andneat deli 
uerp of his letters in wzit ng, Angularlie to bee commended, that 
hee baue with humlelfe alſo therein a verie reavie ve, quicke, and 

conuepance foz di patch, that warilie her giue becde to ob-

Pee is in perfounance of this charge, to bee a man watchſull 
ditlgent, careſull, aduſtcious, not giucn to caſe, to avoidallocca 
ftons offlouth, to the Fud, (as I (aiv befoze) by continual! exerciſe 
of his wit, to retaine his ut ring ga Foz Idle 
nes of if felfe — of manie other cui's, the 
hinderer of each good purpoſe, and the defozmed monſter of all hu 
— 2. Idleneſſe attacheth the bodie, it giueth 

e to ill thoughts, occalancth diſtemper, makcth vnweidie to 
labour. b:cedeth weariſomnes of vertuous cxerciſcs, entiſeth to 
vamities,coruptcth with pleaſurcs,andfeedeth a man with trifles 
Miherchys there ſhall bee ane time vacant of affaires] vnto our 

ory, (as all ſeaſons are not alike wherein ſtill to be occupiet) 
the ſame ſhall ber deniſe, either in plcaſant recreation to bee ſpent

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His oflice ts likewiſe to entertaine all maner of futcrs vntv his 
Loa, toconcemeand vnderſtand oftheir ſeuerall occaſiong , and 
how much o howhttle,they 02 any of them doe tmpozt, to anſwere 
the diſpatch ofthe greateſt with as much facilitic as he may, and 
thoſe cf leſſe moment with di'cretionto remaue, and pat backe, 
to the ende the walkes andpaſſages at his Loe bee not with the 
I demeanozs of fond people to often encum⸗ 


Hee cught alſo to haue regard to times and places conutnient 
Wherein to moac his Loꝛde vpon any ſpeciall v2 bꝛgent occaſton, 
oʒ in which hee is to p:efer vuto hispzeſence oʒ hearing, the perſon 
os cauſe of any one. To ſee that the ſame returne not offcriſiue 
vnto his pꝛiuate liking, that the furtherance thereof be not in times 
when hee is foly diſpoſed to particular ſtudics, oz that he is other- 
wiſe huſied in matters of eſtate 02 counſell. To conſider firlt of the 
aqualitie of eut rie ſute, and condition of the partie as nere as het 
may be inſoꝛmed, ere he take vpon him to acquaint his L o with 
the parts thercof, andaccozdinglie, if he ſee caule, in his owne per⸗ 
Fon to anſwere the ſam : foz it is not ſ&@mcly hee ſhoulde trouble 
dia lo upon everie light oꝛ ill beſeemmng &ggeſtton. To beecir- 
eumfpce in the dif atch of cuerie thing ts him deliucred,and in mat 

ters of weight andcharge, to 1 — 
intending to the ſafc diſpoſing of what ſotuer requiſite , from the 
eyes o: inowlerge ol any other, whereunto none @ uuch as him- 
ſelfe ought to become pꝛtuie. 
Hee is like wiſe to auoyd all maner of delayes, and not to accu- 
ſtome h.mſelfe in any wiſe vnto negligence, foz that the vit here⸗ 
of in ouerſlipping of ſmall trifles, intuecth manie times, to pze- 
termit thinos of larger circumſtance , and of farre mos 
ment. It ſtendeth him vppon in the exerciſe of his office to be al- 
wares as ntere and as r2adie as map bee, in his o2dinarie atten- 
dance, foz ſo much as being vpon a ſiubden to bee v\cd, it ts needs 
full he bealwayes et hand, and is intended that his abſence cans 
not thereſoꝛe any long time be ſpared. In concluſion, it is mees 
teſt in all thinges, that ſo far fozth hee bee addicted vnto his p2eſent 
ſeruice, as that in reſpec thereof hee become vttcerly ſequeſtrey

lari:ies thereof, ſhall ſperdily bee there with cenſured of all. Pp 
requeft is, that the skilfull and beſt 
o lune god conditions, not other wile nifdeeme the rrol then what 
in equa{l trueth may ber vato them tendered , noz that the wiſe 
and dilcrertiy minded lolll haue other conceipt of me, then as mp 
weake abilifte ſought herein at their handes to haue at the firſt de⸗ 
lerued. 

Louching any others lefe able to ſpeake oꝛ giue ſentence in 
the cauſe, as mp will and deſire is, fauourablie to beeſregarved of 
the whole in genetall, ſoif'any one moze of ſclfe-liking then of 
Skill, will eit her carpe at,o2 peremptozily reica th: labour by mee 
vndertaken, let him firſt conſider with himſcIfe, how much caſter 
it is to finde fault with a thing by another alreadie ſiniſhed and 
done, then fo2 hfmſelfe by pꝛiuate endeuour to accompliſh the 
la e: ſo (hall hee finde that men all times ſee not into all thanges 


at once: and in poofe hereof become aſſured that hee, as Aſhall 
ſoner in the perfo:mance of any labo2 , make our ſelues oblects
